Cleveland's Faction Will Not Help Carry 
a Silver Staie, 


HE CAPTURES THE CLUB MACHINERY 


National League of Democratic 
Clubs To Be Used by Goldbugs. 


THEY ARE GOING TO WORK EARLY 


Every Effort Is To Be Made To Elect Del- 
egates to the Next National Convention 
Soa Goldbug May Be Nominated. 


Washington, August 8 —(Special.)—The 
length to which the administration pro- 
poses to go to crush the free silver sen- 
timent in the democratic party seems to 
know no bounds. Chauncey F. Black, of 
Pennsylvania, president of the National 
League of Democratic Clubs, has been 
here for several days consulting with Law- 
rence Gardner, the secretary, and other 
administration democrats, and today the 
plot was exposed. 

It is the purpose of the conspirators to 
make the league a vast organization for 
forcing the gold views of the adminis- 
tration. With this end in view the 
all over the country will be urged, through 
the officers of the league and the local 
federal officials of influence, to use all their 
efforts and influence to back up the 
ministration’s position on the money ques- 
tion. The club organization is capable 
of effective work. 

Where conventions are yet to be held 
the clubs are to exercise their influence 
to secure the indorsement of the adminis- 
tration and its money doctrines, and wher- 
ever state conventions have so indorsed 
Cleveland and gold they will be urged to 
offer every possible aid to the ticket. 

But—and here the cloven foot of treach- 
ery shows beneath the mantle of democ- 
racy—where the free silver sentiment of 
the democracy has not been suppressed and 
the conventions have voiced their antagon- 
ism to the administration's money policy, 
no such organized aid is to be furnished 
to secure the election of the ticket. In 
other words, whenever the democratic 
party in convention assembled does not co- 
incide with the views of Mr. Cleveland, 
it is proposed to abandon it to its fate. 

Here is where the wise will do well to 
keep their eyes on-Mr. Cleveland’s third- 
term aspirations. 

In such states the work of the league 
will look to the future and prepare the 
way for the election of gold delegates to 
the national convention next year. The

September 6th,. at Lancaster, Pa. This 
is intended to be the first grand rally. 
Every club in the state is to be represent- 
ed and democrats of national reputation 
who are advocates of the administration’s 
gold policy are expected to be present. 
The meeting will be followed by others, 
beginning in the states where elections are 
to be held whose conventions have in- 
dorsed the administration, and extending 
on this line throughout. the country, one 
following the other in order of the strength 
of the administration in the particular 
states.

TREASURY OFFICIALS UNEASY. 


They Realize Again That Wall 
Street Has Them by the Leg. 


Washington, August 8.—The reticence 
that usually prevails among treasury offi- 
Cials when they are approached on the 
Subject of the gold reserve, and their ab- 
Solute refusal to allow themselves to be 
quoted as to what the outflow of gold of 
the past two weeks Sign‘fies, leads to the 
Conclusion in some quarters that the treas- 
Ury is uneasy about the situation. It is 
Quite probable that by Saturday the syndi- 
Cate will be compeiled to prove whether 
it considers its contract fulfilled or whether 
it feels constrained to assist in main- 
taining the reserve. The rapid diminution 
of the reserve, the speedy descent from 
more than one hundred and seven millions 
to a very little margin over the amount the 
Teserve is required to be, has shown how 
@Casy a raid, even under the Zuise of the 
Ordinary course of business, can be con- 
ducted. 


Some of the treasury officials are em- 
Phatic in their statements that this loss 
of gold is due to legitimate business, and 
Point to the character of the houses taking 
it out to show that it is not the result of 
Speculation. Whatever may be the cause 
the loss is felt, and will be felt to a still 
Sreiter extent before the week is ended. 
There was an intimation at the treasury 
to day that notice would be given tomor-

Notice of the Syndicate. 

New York, August 8.—The Belmont-Mor- 
gan bond syndicate today notified all sub- 
scribers to the syndicate that upon presen- 
tation of their certificate of subscription 
at the office of J. P. ‘Morgan & Co,, on 
Friday, August 9th, they will receive a 
return of 34.49 per cent of their subscr‘p- 
tion. So far 40 per cent of the orginal 
subscription has been returned. It is a 
question whether the 344% per cent to be 
paid will be in cash or in checks. The 
bond syndicate w-.ll also close up their 
deal on the other side, déliver. the bonds, 
receive back the certificates which were 
issued and the entire bond deal will be 
ended as the syndicate has received the 
money for the bonds. So far there has 
been nothing said about a distribution of 
the profits to the members. 

Today $2,000,000 tn gold was deposited in 
the local subtreasury by the syndicate. 
This offsets the gold drawn by certain com- 
from the subtreasury for 
export and is in line with the policy of 
the bankers who so successfully placed the 
last government loan. 

Speaking of resales of the new bonds here 
by certain arbitrage houses, a dealer claim- 
ing to have ins-de information today said: 

“As almost all or the arbitrage busi- 
ness in the resales of government bonds 
here for European account has been done 
by a single firm, the aggregate of the tran- 
siction might equal $4,000,000 or $5,000,v00 
as reported. It is not unreasonable to sup- 
pose. that more bonds wll seek this mar- 
ket, although, of course, it Was purely 
guess-work as to the probable extent of 
these sales. The present quotations for 
government bonds are only nominal and 
are merely mide to fac!l.tate transactions 
over the counter. The market is at pres- 
ent a waiting one.”’

JUSTICE JACKSON. 


The Distinguished Southern Jurist Dies 
at West Meade, 


HAD BEEN SICK A YEAR OR MORE. 


He Spent Last Winter at Thomas- 
ville for His Health. 


SERVED A TERM IN THE SENATE 


President Harrison Appointed Him onthe 
Supreme Bench Just Before Cleve- 
land Was Inaugurated in 1893. 


Nashville Tenn., August 8.—(Special.)— 
Surrounded by most of the members of 
his family, Hon. Howell E, Jackson, asso- 
ciate justice of the United States supreme 
court, breathed his last at 2 o'clock this 
aiternoon., 

Justice Jackson had been critically ill for 
a week, but only his family and a few in- 
timate friends knew the facts, the first 
publication ef that fact being made this

afternoon. Judge Jackson had been failing 
for several years, but he was not alarmed 
about his condition until about a year ago, 
‘when he took a lengthy trip to the far 
northwest, being absent several months, 
He then went to Thomasville, Ga., where 
he spent last winter, but was little bene- 
fited. ‘ 

He was brought home in April. One of 
his lungs was almost entirely gone and his 
condition was very serious owing to dropsi- 
(sl compiications. ._His physicians suc+

ceeded in gradually reducing the dropsical 


affection and he was well enough in May 
bench on “the occasion of th 
‘Justice Jackson was 
not benefited by the trip, as he had hoped, 
and has lost strength steadily since his re- 
turn. 

A week ago today he was compelled to 
take to his bed. Absent members of his 
family were summoned and all were at his 
bedside when the end came except Miss 
Elizabeth Jackson and William H. Jack- 
son, Jr., who are in Europe. The end came 
at 2 o’clock today, Justice Jackson being 
conscious to the last. Justice Jackson

A Sketch of His Life. 

Howell Edmunds Jackson was,born at 
Paris, Tenn., in 1832 and was. in his sixty- 
fourth year. 
sity of Virginia and graduated with high 
honors. After reading law one year he en- 
tered the law department of the Cumberland 
university from which he graduated in 1856. 
He began the practice of law in Jackson, 
Tenn,, but soon removed to Memphis. He 
served as receiver under the confederate se- 
questration act of the western district of 
Tennessee. sins 

After the war he was associated with Hon. 
B. M. Estes in the practice of law until 
loi4, when he returned to Jackson. Judge 
Jackson narrowly escaped being nrrominated 
for the state supreme court in 1878. In the 
fight over the settlement of the state debt 
he was a state credit democrat. He was 
elected to the lower house of the &#&«neral 
assembly which met in 1881. The republi- 
cans were within two or three of a majority 
on ipint ballot and supported Horace May- 
nard for the United States senate. The 
state credit democrats favored James E. 
Baily and some of the low tax democrats 
were about to join the republicans when 
Jackson was induced to allow the use of his 
name, and he was elected the next day to 
the United States senate by the combined 
votes of state credit democrats and republi- 
cans. The next year he canvassed the state 


‘in the interest of state credit. After a cen- 


atorial career of six years he was appoint- 
ed by President Cleveland to be circuit 
judge of the sixth judicial circuit. “his 


position he held for seven years, being ap-— 


pointed associate justice of the supreme 
court by Benjamin Harrison in the last 
hours of his administration.

Lines Above the Ohio Consent to the 
Low Fares. 


PASSENGER MEN MEET IN CHICAGO 


All the Great Roads in Trans-Ohio 
Territory Represented. 


THE MEETING WAS HARMONIOUS 


Three Classes of Rates To Prevail West and 
North, asin the South—All Granted 
That Was Asked. 


Chicago, August 8.—(Special.)\—The whole 
territory included in the jurisdiction of the 
Ohio River Central Traffic and Western 
States Passenger associations is now as- 
Sured of cheap rates to the Cotton States 
and International exposition at Atlanta. 

The agreement which assured this was 
ratified today at a mass meeting of repre- 
sentatives of the railroads and traffic as- 
sociations interested, held at the Audito- 
rium hotel. Concessions obtained are the | 
result of the agitation for libera]) rates 
which has been made by the projectors of 
the exposition. The southern roads through 
the Southern States Passenger Association 
s0me time ago came to an agreement on 
this matter, and it is largely through their 
efforts that the present agreement has been 
reached. The rates which have now been 
authorized for the lines north and west of ! 
the Onio and Mississippi rivers are on the | 
Same basis as those that have already been 
authorized by the Southern States Passen- | 
ger Association for the Ohio, Mississippi 
and Potomac gateways. 

This agreement will give three sets of 
rates from Chicago and points north of 
the Ohio river. These are: 1. A rate of 
7% per cent of the double one-way locals, ‘ 
with tickets limited to January 7, 1896. 
There tickets may be sold daily from Sep- 
tember 15th to December 15, 1895. 

2. A rate of ons fare plus 10 per cent for 
the round trip, tickets to be sold daily; 
limited to twenty days from the date of 
sale. 

8. A rate cf 1 cent per mile traveled, plus 
$2, tickets to be sold once every ten days, 
With a limit of ten days from the date of 
Sale. °

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BRITISH STEAMER WRECKED 


And Many Lives Are Reported To Have 
Been Lost. 

Melbourne, August 8.—The British 
steamer Catterhun, bound from _ Sii- 
ney for Hong-Kong, was totally wreched 
between Sidney and Brisbane. Many lives 
were lost. 1 

Cable dispatches from Melbourne state 
that the Catterthune struck on the seal 
rocks at 2:45 o’clock in the morning and 
sunk twenty minutes later, 

The names of those who are supposed to 
have been lost are Neil Shannon, the cap 
tain; Mr. Pinney, the first officer; Third 
Officer Leffter; Chief Engineer Harper; Sec- 
ond Engineer Adams; Third Engineer Wil- 
son; Sourth Engineer Wolstenholm; Chief 
Steward Manning, and Surgeon Anderson 
Phipps, thirty Chinese and eighteen Las- 
cars. The passengers who are supposed to 
be lost are Mesdames Mathias, Loring and 
Smith, Miss Loring, Mr. Robert Frazer and 
fifteen Chinese steerage passengtrs, 

At the time the vessel struck a heavy 
southwest gale prevailed. The ship contin- 
|} ued on her way, but before eevthaae sn 
had elapsed it was found that she had a 
hole in her bottom and was making water 
rapidly. She began to settle down and took 
‘on a list to starboard. The fires under her 
boilers were soon extinguished and the ves- 
sel was then helpless. She broached to and 
the Seas swept over her fore and aft. Every 
effort made to lower the boats was baffied 
by the seas which swept them inboard af- 
ter they had been swung out on the davits. 
The port lifeboat was washed from the da- 
vits and lost. Notwithstanding the danger- 
ous position of the steamer, which it was 
now seen was doomed, strict discipline was 
maintained. During an attempt to lower 
the starboard cutter a tremendous sea 
breke aboard the steamer, carried away the 
cutter and swept from the bridge the cap- 
tain and chief and second officers ond Cap- 
tain Fawkes. A few minutes later the star- 
board lifeboat was lowered and it picked ip 
Captain Fawkes, who was clinging to some 
floating wreckage. Only three other EKuro- 
peans were rescued. These were Second 
Mate Lanfear, Dr.-Copeman and a passen- 
ger named Crane, belonging to Melbourne.

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WRECK OF A BUILDING, 


Interior of a Large House Fallis—Sev- 
eral Men Killed. 

New Yerk, August 8.—The middle section 
of the big, unfinished eight-story building 
on the northeast corner of West Third 
street,and South Fifth avenug, fell down 
shortly before noon today. The whole in- 
terior of the building was wrecked. A 
number of workmen were buried in the 
wreck, but how many is not known. Mighty 


odd men were working in the building. The 


great majority escaped. One was taken 
out dead, and four injured, but aiive, A 
dozen or more are missing. 

All of the dead, injured and missing’ were 
workmen, plasterers, carpenters and eiec- 
trical fitting mien. 

The accident was caused hy the cver- 
loading of the floors in the center section 
cf the building. The wrecked building is 


conspicuous in the landscape to travelers | 


on the Sixth avenue elevated railroad, all 
the way down to Grand street, its yeHcw 
brick walls towering above the surreund- 
ing structures, Its wells stand yet but the 
entire center of the structure is gcne. All 
wreckage is inside the walls of the build- 
ing, nore of it reaching the street. 

The house has been rvofed over only a 
few wecks. It stood eight storics b-gh. 
John Ireland, a real estate deacr, is the 
owner of the structure. ife gave cut the 
contract for building it to John H. Par- 
ker. 

Policeman Living3tone, the tirst man to 
reach the building, dragz2d out tnree men, 
and was working on the fourth stery when 
some wreckage shifted ani fell upon him, 
seriously injuring him. 

It was said at the scene of the disaster 
that the cause was undoubtedly the c?er- 
loading of the sixth iloor with plaster and 
building material. 

John H. Parker, the builder of the fzlien 
building, and Telford Silbick, lis foreman, 
were piaced under arrest. 

At 6 o’clock this evening Charles E. Per- 
son, an electrical fitter, was taken out of 
the rubbish dead. 

Charles Smith, another electrical worker, 
was taken out alive, but badly mangled, 
and died on his way to the hospital. 

Seven badly injured workmen were sent 
to the hospital, but none of the seven are 
likely to die. 

Ten men are still missing and are sup- 
posed to be under the debris. Soon after 
the accident a gang of sixty men were put 
to work overhauling the ruins and the 
work will be continued by electric light 
during the entire night. The work will not 
be completed, it is believed, until noon to- 
morrow. 

Contractor Parker and Jeffords Sellick, 
the foreman of the work, who were ar- 
rested on the charge of causing the death 
of John Burke, were subsequently released 
on $15,000 bail each.

The first he knew of the affair 
Was a crash and the next instant he was 
crawling from beneath the wrecked locomo- 
tives on his hands and knees. Although he 
is considerably injured, the result will not 
be serious.

FATALLY STABBED. 


An Italian Uses His Stiletto on Two 
Girls. 

New York, August 8.—A double tragedy 
was enacted on the sidewalk in front of 
No. 325 East Eighty-eigth street at five 
minutes before 12 o’clock téday when an 
Italian stabbed two women repeatedly with 
a stiletto, inflicting wounds from which 
both will in all probability die. The cow- 
ardly assassin is Felippe Giampata, for- 
ty-seven years old, a shoemaker. His vic- 
tims are Kate Weils, eighteen years old, 
and her sister, Rosa, twenty-seven years 
old. The sisters were walking down East 
Kighty-eighth street on the way to their 
home, while Giampata, who stood in hiding 
in the vestibule of No, 325, awaited them 
with murder in his heart. In his hand he 
held a stilegto eight inches in length made 
from a piece of quarter-inch steel sharp- 
ened to a needle point and placed in an 
awl handle. 

As the two women reached the stoop of 
the house Giampata sprang from his hiding 
place with a shout and curses ané seizing 
nate by the throat, plunged the stiletto 
into her left breast near the heart. The 
wounded woman screamed in agony and 
her sister shrieked for help. Withdrawing 
the stiletto, which had sunk to the hilt in 
the woman’s breast, the assassin plunged 
it again and again into his helpless victim, 
accompanying each deadly thrust with a 
curse. 

Giampata, having wreaked his demoniac 
wrath on Kate, turned to Rosa, who stood 
paralyzed with fear, and seizing her by the 
throat drove the keen weapon into her 
body over and over again, He was plying 
the weapon on the woman when George 
Hohenstein seized his arm. Then he turned 
upon Hohenstein and struck at him with 


-his knife, but fortunately without. wound- 


ing him. Hohenstein then. loosened his 
hold and Giampata started away on a run. 
Before he reached the corner he was taken 
in custody. by Policeman Lidet. 

Kate Weils was betrayed by Giampata 
two years ago and lived with him for a 
time, but finally left him and would not 
return. In revenge he attempted her life 
today and probably succeeded, as her 
wounds are likely to prove fatal. The sis- 
ter, - Rosa, may recover, but her wounds 
are very serious.

THEY DROPPED $10,000, THEY SAY 


The Dirt Which Was Analyzed Was Rich‘ 
but It Had Been Salted with Ore 
from the W est.

Chattanooga, Tenn, August 8.—(Spectal,)— 
When the stories of rich gold finds’in the 
quartz flelds of Alabama were given to the 
puklic about six months ago they were 
taken with a very large grain of salt. But 


the stories were repeated so often and the™ 


interest seemed so high that several Chat- 
tano>gans who ought to have known better, 
got the gold mme fever and left their weil- 
appointed offices to prospect and later to 
speculate. 

Some of the prospectors really found prop- 
erty bearing gold in sufficient quantity to 
pay for its mining, if mined on strictly 
economical principles. But in the general 
excitement and optimistic system of swal- 
lowing almost any story, somebody had to 
get badly bunkoed. Thus it. happens that 
several Chattanoogars, men of sense and 
prominence, are mourning about $10,000 paid 
for salted gold fields not worth in reality 
more than one-tenth the ameunt. Those 
men were connected with what was styled 
the Santa Creek Mining Company, having 
unlimitd capital and the following officers; 
D. J, Jouves, Chattanooga; vice

TILLMAN IN A DEBATE 


Of the Liquor Question at Prohibition 
Park, Staten Isiand. 

New York, August 8.—Senator Tillman 
and ‘Professor Samuel Dickie, of Michigan, 
chairman of the national committee of the 
prohibition party, tonight debated the 
liquor question at Prohibit.on park, Staten 
island. The subject in full was: “Is state 
control of the ‘liquor traffic the Dest means 
of promoting temperance reform?’ 

Senator Tillman spoke for the affirmative, 
and was foilowed by Professor Dickle. The 
senator spoke again and the professor 
closed the debate. Each spoke forty min- 
utes in all. The discussion took place in 
the auditorium of the park before about 
600 people. ; 

Dr. Jeoffry, of the park, presided. On 
the stage besides a jury of twenty men of 
every political faith was ex-Governor John 
P. St. John, of Kansas, who will speak for 
prohibition against Senator T:liman at the 
park tomorrow night. 

When Senator T.llman began the debate, 
he explained what is known as the dis- 
pensary scheme, upon which the voters of 
hig state have split into Tillmanites and 
ant!-Til.manites. He then continued: 

“There are three liquor’ regulation sys- 
tems—the high license, the prohibition and 
the dispensery system, the last named be 
ing a modification of the Norwegian sys- 
tem. High license is a monopdly and 
breeds open saloons and every sort of se- 
duc.ve influences, resulting in evil: 

“What does prohibit.on breed?’ shouted 
the senator, ‘“‘Hypocrites, perjurers and 
‘bootleggers.’ Why? Prohibition was given 
up as a dismal failure in Iowa, and now 
they have a system of local option. What 
de we do? We propose to treat human 
beings not as angels, but as we find them 
to be. Even our friend, Mr. Roosevelt, 
can’t Close ail the saloons in your city 
here. -Our system reduces the evi to a 
minimum. We say to the people, if there 
must. be liquor drinking, let the profit go 
to.the state, and if you want it, come up 
like men as for any other commodity. 
Don’t sneak. The othr systems don’t 


skeep them from getting liquors.’’ 


Professor Dickfe then said that the dis- 
pensary system had been tried abroad and 
proved a failure; that if prohibition bred 
hypocrites and “boot-leggers,"’ the dispen- 
sary System has begotten riot and bilood- 
shed in South Carolina. He sa:d he op- 
posed the dispensary system because the 
Bible forbids a man’s putting tie bott! 
to his. meighbor’s lips, and that the wang, & 
had no right to do what man was forbid- 
den to do. There are two great systems 
open to mankind, he said—total abstinence 
or drunkenness. If the business is bad 
when the state is a silent partner, as un- 
der the license system, he asked, how 
doub.y damned was it when the state was 
the sole proprietor. ;

PARITY ALWAYS TOOK CARE OF ITSELF 


No Country Said That SilverShould Be De- 
monetized Because It Was Not ona 
Parity with Gold. 


Opelika, Ala., August 8.—(Special.)—Colo- 
nel W. H. Denson, of Gadsden, the silver- 
tongued silver advocate of Alabama, spoke 
here to a large crowd at the courthouse to- 
day, Many people from all over the country 
being present. Colonel Denson said that 
money originated from the necessities of 
society. If there was no organized society, 
no effort made to elevate mankind and 
develop him into that higher civilization 
and enlightenment suggested by our own 
senses, there would be no need of money. 
Money is one of the essential and mighty 
agents of civilization. Without it advance- 
ment of the human family and civilization 
would have to call a halt, social progress 
would be enjoined and mankind would coni- 
menece retrogression. 

“To understand and properly appreciate 
the money question, now being discussed 


hithroukhowt ‘tis country,’ a broader ‘view. 


raust De taken of the question than-is gén- 
crally mauiifested by the speeches that are 
being made and the’ arguments. put forth 
ty the one side or the other. The money 
question ‘nterests and affects all society-—- 
the whole people—and should be discussed 
from the standpoint of society, and from 
that of the whole people. 

‘Our fathers provided in the constitution 
wf our country, the fundamental law of the 
land, for the coinage of mcney and they 
vonferred such power upon the people that 
they could take their gold and siiver bul- 
lion to the mints and have it coined into 
metallic money at the ratio of 16 parts of 
silver to 1 of gold. By this free and,unlini- 
ited coinage of gold and silver the volume 
of money is beyond the reach and control 
of the banks. This is the inestimable bene- 
tit of the free and unlimited coinage of both 
gcld and silver. it gives the power to con- 
trol the money volume in the country to 
the honesty, patriotism and energies of the 
common yecople and takes it away from 
the avurice and despotism of the banks. By 
it they are freed from the greed, insolence 
and despotism of the gamblers of Wall 
street and the pawnbrokers of London. 

“There must be bimetallism, the coinage 
and use of both m+tals without any dis- 
crimination as to either metal in any re- 
spect whatever. Will any man have the 
temerity and effrontery to declare that any 
nation on earth has ever demonetized silver 
or banished it from the mints because sil- 
ver money did not do the work and did not 
sustain full and adequate parity with gold 
at the ratio of 16 to 1? Will any man 
point out when and where the question of 
a want of parity between the two metals 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 was ever discussed 
by any independent natioh as @ reason why 
silver should be demonetized as a money 
metal and banished from the mints? Sec- 
reiary Carlisle denounced demonetization 
of silver as money as the result of a con- 
spiracy formed here and in EBurepe, and 
branded such conduct and its results as 
the most gigantic crime of any age. There 
is not a single coined silver dollar but is 
on an exact parity with gold. It will buy 
as much of anything as a gold dollar, as 
much even of geld bullion as a gold dollar 
will. It is only the uncoined silver bullion 
that is said to have depreciated in value. 
The bullion that is banished from the mints 
and from which the imperial functions of 
money is taken away. 

“All political economists assert that it 
is the use for money that gives gold and 
silver their value as commodities. It is 
conceded by all such that there is not 
enough of both gold and silver in the world 
to do the business cf the world, and that 
bimetallism is necessary to secure a vroper 
financial syatem. The banks and gold ad- 
vocates know this and are attempting to 
gull the people with the idea that the value 
of the money depen-is upon the’ commodity 
value of the material of which money 1s 
made.”

The Ginseng Market. 


Cne of the results of the Chino-Japanese 
war has been so tarreaching in its effects 
as to disturb the serenity of the mountain 
solitudes of north Georgia, It is the ad- 
vance in the price of ginseng. 

The season for gathering that delectable 
root is just opening and the “sang diggers 
are spying out the land, locating the places 
where the weed grows thickest and arrang- 
ing with the local druggists and country 
merchants for the dispcsal of this queer 
harvest. 

The season only lasts about three months, 
and during that period the nomads of the 
hills roam around through the unh- 
cultivated wilds in search of the rvot. 

It is a small weed with a light yellow 
blossom, and is easily seen at a distance, 
usually springing up in patches. 

The knotty roots only penetrate the soil 
for a few inches and a staff shod with 
a flat bar of iron and a crocus sack thrown 
over the shoulder are all the implements 
necessary. 

Gathering the Crop. 


Having spied out the plant, a thrust of 
the iron paddle uproots it, and breaking off 
the top and shaking the dirt from it, tus 
root is dropped into the bag. ¥ 

The more careless and indifferent “sang 
diggers’”’ do not take the trouble to clean 
the roots and simply carry them to the 
nearest country store, where the ginseng 
brings from 75 cents to $1 a pound. 

Others who want to secure fancy prices, 
scrape and bleach the roots after washing 
them thoroughly clean, at a sacrifice of 
about one-fourth of the gross weight. 
Roots like that bring from $2 a pound up- 
ward, sometimes selling for as much as 
$3 a pound when the demand is good. 

Rome is a good market, for the ginseng 
and several thousand pounds are exported 
annually from this point. The wants of the 
diggers are few and the little sum received 
by them from their ginseng serves to 
clothe and furnish them with tobacco dur- 
ing the fall and winter. 


THE DAY IN ATHENS. 


The Commercial Clab Is Arranging 
for Speeches on Finance. 
Athens, Ga., August 8.—(Special.)—A par- 
ty of Athenians interested in the Electric 
Cotton Mill Company left for Charlotte, 
N. C., last week on an inspection tour. 
Mr. J. K. Dixon, of the Seaboard Air-Line, 
had the party in charge. Those who went 
were Messrs. J. J. C. McMahan, J. F. Me- 
Gowan, G. T. Johnson and G. H. Hulme, 
of Athens, and Mr. C. J. Hood, of Harmony 

Grove. 

The party has returned and Captain Mc- 
Mahan, in speaking of the trip, grows en- 
thusiastic. They visited mills at Charlotte, 
King’s Mountain and Gastonia, and found 
all of them paying well. 

Captain McMahan had a great deal to say 
about all these mills, but that of especial 
interest concerns the Columbia, 8S. C., mill, 
which is run by electricity. It has 600 horse- 
pewer in operation and 1,409 horse-power 
developed. It has been running one year 
and durirg that time has not had to stop 
a single time for repairs or accidents. The 
machinery works well and much easier than 
with steam as the motive power. No dan- 
ger is experienced from the wires on the 
part of operatives, and it has a great many 
advantages over steam. 

The electric mill of this place will be a_ 
10,000 spindle mill and will be operated by* 
electricity. 

Of Interest to Georgia. 

Captain McMahan noticed one thing on 
his trip that he says would be of interest 
to all Georgians. He referred to the im- 
provement cf county roads and the method 
adopted in Mecklenburg county, North 
Carolina. The county convicts are worked 
tpon the roads. Then the farmers are 
paid so much per square for loose stone 
piled along the roads. In this way the road 
are macadamized nicely at only a small 
increase of taxation, che farmer gets rid 
of the rocks on his farm and gets pay for 
them; he gets better roads and everybody 
is benefited. It solves the convict question 
and gives in return good roads. The farm- 
ers at first kicked over the arrangements, 
but now all indorse them. This system is 
recommended to Georgia and it is believed 
good results would come from its adop- 
tion. 

The Work Begins. 

The Athens street railway began today 
the work of developing the Mitchell's 
bridge water power. The company will de- 
velop 889 horse-power by electricity and will 
convey it to the city by wires. It will be 
sold to different manufactories here, as 
well as used for running the street railroad 
and lighting portions of the city. This will 
be the first electric power plant of its kind 
in Georgia and is attracting a great deal 
of attention. 

Think Cotton Will Rise. 

The ideas of the cotton men of Athens 
are decidedly bullish. They believe that 
cotton will open at 64%@7¢ and will go to $ 
cents during the season. Mr. W. M. Row- 
land, who has been in England some time 
and also in Belgium and Holland, says that 
the general opinion among cotton. import- 
ers in those countries was that cotton 
would sell higher this season than it did 
last and that business in all lines would 
show a decided revival. 

Two Financial Speeches. 

The Commercial Club of Athens has de- 
cided to invite two distinguished speakers 
to address the people here on the financial 
question. The club is a 1on-political body 
and the addresses will be in the nature 
of lectures rather than political speeches. 
Secretary Hoke Smith has been invited to 
deliver an ®d4rass here Monday night un- 
der the auspices of the Commercial Club. 
The club hes not yet selected the orator 
who will present the arguments in favor of 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver, 
but he will be a man of national reputa- 
tion.

Savannah, Ga., August 8.—(Special.)—Dr. 
J. S. Read had a narrow escape from death 
tonight. whe trolley wires at the crossing 
of the City and Suburban and Electric rail- 
ways fell near the market. In driving across 
the street after the accident a hanging 
wire caught the top of Dr. Read’s buggy, 
tearing it off. The wire struck Dr. Read in 
the face, inflicting severe wounds. He was 
taken to his home and physicians were 
summoned. 

Killed in a Grave. 

While Frank Grant and several others 
were digging a grave near Hardeville. 8. 
C., yesterday a thunderstorm came up. 
Lightning struck Grant, who was at work 
in the grave, killing him instantly. TLree 
others who were near by were stunned. 

Attempt To Burn a House. 

Incendiaries tried to burn the residence of 
the late Captain R. G. Fleming, superin- 
tendent of the Savannah, Florida ard West- 
ern railway, now occupied by his son-in- 
jaw, Mr. Julian B. Johnson, early this 
morning. The fire was started in the ser- 
vants’ quarters. It was discovered soon af- 
terward and the firemen were cailed out. 
The fire had not got under neadway and 
it was quickly extinguished with small loss. 

Acquitted of Murder.

BROKE OUT AGAIN, 


Spring Valley Under Mob Law—The 
Sherif!’ aud the Mayor. 
Princeton, Illl., August 8.—The peace en- 
tered on last night at Spring Valley has 
been broken off and the town is under 
mob law today. The’ wiilstles of the coal 
shafts sounded the signals last night for 
the resumption of work, but this morning 
mobs of Italians refused to allow the com- 
pany to operate their plant or the negroes 
to re-enter the city, as was agreed upon 

last night. 

The main business streets of the city are 
thronged with mobs and Mayor Martin 
Delmargo has just telephoned the sheriff 
to send over thirty Winchesters from the 
arsenal at the courthouse. Sheriff Clarke 
replied: 

“I consider you a coward and that if I 
should send the rifles I might have to 
face the same guns with men I may be 
compelled to bring over. You will not get 
a single rifle from me unless my men 
come here for them; and further, if you 
don’t take some action for the protection 
of life and property I may’ go over and 
take possession of the city myself.’ 

The sheriff announced the contents of 
the message in Princeton and it created 
a high degree of satisfaction. Sheriff 
Clarke then sent word to the mayor ask- 
ing if he was wanted with the dcputies. 
The mayor replied: 

“No, we don’t want you.’ 

At 5 o’clock this morning Mayor Del- 
margo, of Spring Valley, anticipating trou- 
ble from the mobs, went around to the 
homes of the business men and others of 
the town and aroused them from sleep, 
summoning them to appear at the city hall 
at 7 o’clock this morning for the proteg- 
tion of the city. ) 
were sworn in as special police and it was 
to arm those that the mayor sent to the 
sheriff for rifles. The sheriff was not satis- 
fied with many of the m€n selected, nor 
with the mayor. whom he says is cater- 
ing to his countrymen, the Italians. 

The first rupture after the peace arrange- 
ment of last evening occurred when Mayor 
Delmargo, Manager Dalzell, James O’Con- 
nor and five aldermen and a representa- 
tive from the various nationalities started 
out in carriages for Seatonville to notify 
the colored people assembled at that place 
that they could return to their homes in 
Spring Valley. A mob of Italians met the 
carriages and hissed and hooted the occu- 
pants of them and hindered the progress 
to such an extent that the aldermen, one 
after another, jumped out and refused to 
go. They were soon followed by the rep- 
resentatives of the various nationalities 
and others, and finally by the mayor him- 
self. Manager Dalzell, however, went 
alone and notified the negroes not to re- 
turn yet, or Ufftil protection was to be 
had, as their lives would be in danger. 

Sheriff Clarke is in constant communi- 
cation with Spring Valley and says he may 
soon call upon the governor for one or 
more companies of state troops. 

Will Stand No Trifling. 

As the result of another meeting an at- 
tempt will be made again tomorrow morn- 
ing to resume the coal mining industry at 
Spring Vailey and the colored miners and 
their families now in impoverished quar- 
ters at Seatonville will be notified that 
they can return to their homes. 

The mass meeting held today was more 
largely attended than that of yesterday, 
and the action taken is believed to have 
been brought about by the decisive stand 
taken by Sheriff Clark, of this city, and 
State Labor Statistician George Schilling, 
who appeared as the representative of the 
governor. 

Mr. Schilling in his address said the gov- 
error would stand no more trifling and that 
if the mob rule was not brought to a 
speedy end in Spring Valley, and the coal 
company permitted to resume operations 
and the negroes guaranteed their equal 
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at Mrs. Mariah Tift. 

Albany, Ga., August 8.—(Special.)—Albany 
over the death of Mrs. Ma- 
riah Tift, relict af the late Colonel Nelson 
Tift, who departed this life at her home 
in this city at 8 o’clock this morning.

She also leaves twenty-three grand- 
children and four great grandchildren. She 
was a devout member of the Episcopal 
church and was noted for the breadth of 
her charity and good works. When she 
and her honored husband began the jour- 
ney of life together Albany was a trading 
post for the Indians and the surrounding 
country was a veritable wilderness. Plant- 
ing themselves here to stay, they saw the 
transformation of the trading post into a 
city. At 4:30 o’clock tomorrow afternoon 
Mrs. Tift’s remains will be laid to rest be- 
side those of her husband in the cemetery 
in this city.

Among the cotton 
mill enterprises reported for the week were 
a $500,000 company to build at Newport 
News, Va.; a $500,000 mill company at Mem- 
phis, Tenn.; @ $100,000 company being or- 
ganized at Statesville, N. C.; a $50,000 mill 
at Greer, N. C.; a large mill at Haw Riv- 
er; a 3,000-spindle mill near Pine Bluff, 
N. C.; a $75,000 company at Monroe; a new 
mill at Burlington, in the same state, 
while two mills at Columbus, Ga@., will 
add about $75,000 of new machinery; a2 new 
mill in Richmond county, North Carolina, 
and a number of extensive improvements 
to mills throughout the south. 

Among miscellaneous enterprises fre- 
ported for the week were the enlargement 
of the iron pipe works at Gadsden, Ala. ; 
goid mining operations at Heflin; 250, 000- 
bushel grain elevator at Mobile; twenty- 
ton ice plant at the same place; a $50,000 
brick company at Daytona, Fila.; a large 
phosphate elevator to be operated by elec- 
tric power at Tampa, Fla.; furniture works 
at High Springs; a $126,000 lumber company 
at Whitfield; a twenty-ton ice plant at 
Ocala; a $500,000 construction company at 
Dahlonega, Ga., organized to build a rail- 
road. In Louisiana, a $50,000 hardware 
company and a $100,000 sugar refinery; a 
$150,000 lumber and mercantile company in 
South Carolina; a $20,000 oil mill at An- 
derson, 8S. C.; in Tenriessee, a lumber mill 
at Memphis; an electric plant at Knox- 
ville and a twenty-five-barrel flour mill; én 
Texas, a $20,000 furniture company at San 


Antonio and a compress company at Texas 


City; an $18,00 waterworks at Hillsboro, 
and a compress at Dallas. 

The activity in iron interests continues 
and southern furnaces are being pushed 
to meet the demand for iron. Colonel A. 
M. Shook, of the Tennessee Iron, Coal and 
Rallroad Company, the largest in the 
south. in a letter to The Manufacturers’ 
Record, says: 


“The business movement, starting as it 


did four months ago, has grown in volume 


and increased in momentum until today 


it has practically touched every village and 
hamlet in America. The fact that it is 


so universal is the best evidence of its 


stability and its certainty to continue at 
least until we have passed the normal 
condition of business. 
the recent advances in iron, the indications 
are for a steadily increasing consumption 
and as a natural consequence increased 
prices have not been s0 manifest at any 
time since the revival started as it has 
been during the past two or three days.”’ 

A special to The Manufacturers’ Regord 
says that the contracts secured by the 
Anniston, Ala., Pipe and Foundry Com- 
pany for iron pipe to be shipped to Yoko- 
hama, Japan, aggregates 30,0v0 tons.

POSTOFFICE STATEMENT 


Showing Receipts of Twenty of the 


Largest Offices. 

Washington, August 8.—The postoffice de- 
partment has prepared a statement show- 
ing the receipts of the twenty largest post- 
offices in the United States for the second 
quarter, ending July 31, 18%. The total 
receipts of these offices for the quarter was 
$6,794,000, an increase over those for the 
same quarter of 1894 of $499,000, or 7 1-3 
per cent. 

Only two offices show a decrease—San 
Francisco, of $1,000, and Washington, of 
$23,500—the latter because of the enormous 
sale of Columbian postage stamps to col- 
lectors in 1894. The only office south of 
Washington in the list of twenty is New 
Orleans, with an increase’ of $3,000. Rich- 
mond, Va., is the only southern city in the 
next ten, with an increase of $2,500. These 
thirty make the grand total of receipts 
$7,761,389, a net increase of $648,000.

WILLED TEN DOLLARS. 


Duchess Casteluccia Cuts Off 
Young Husband. 

New York, August 8.—(Spec'‘al.)—The will 
of Jane A. Dwyer, known as the duchess 
of Casteluccia, was filed this noon for 
probate with Acting Probate Clerk Jack- 
son. 

The estate, according to an affidavit by 
William V. Simpson, a lawyer, consists of 
$300,000 of real property in this state and 
$19,000 of personal property. 

The will is dated July 16, 1895. She gives 
to William F. Coale, the manager of her 
apartment house, the Burlington, on Thir- 
tieth street, near Fifth avenue. He is 
to manage it for life and to have from the 
proceeds as much as he received for man- 
aging the property and $1,000 additional. 
Out of the balance of the proceeds he is to 
pay each year $2,000 during her life to her 
granddaughter, Jennie Caldarazzo. One- 
half of the balance then left less $1,200 is 
to be paid for life to the testatrix’s daugh- 
ter, Evelyn J. Hudnut, wife of Richard A. 
Hudnut. 

After the death of Coale the property is 
to go to Frederick F. Beals and to her 
daughter, Mrs. Hudnut, respectively, the 
son and daughter of the testatrix. They 
are to pay the granddaughter out of the 
property $1,000 a year for life. None of 
the legatees are to question the manage- 
ment of the apartment house by Coale, 
or to live in it during his management, un- 
less he consents. Coale also gets fifteen 
$1,000 bonds of the Knickerbocker Ice Com- 
pany, to apply their proceeds to the pay- 
ment of the mortgage upon the apart- 
ment house. She gives her daughter and 
granddaughter her wearing apparel. 

As to her husband, Edward L. Dwyer, 


} who was 25 years her junion, she says: 


“Having already given my husband, Ed- 
ward L. Dwyer, at various times money 
and other property, I henasby give to him 
the sum of $10 and nothing more.” 

She gives the residue of her estate to 
her son and daughter, and she declares 
that any legatee who contests the will 
shall lose his legacy or interest under it. 
She revokes all prior wills and names her 
friends, Lawyer Simpson and Coale, as ex- 
ecutors, and directs them to serve without 
bonds. 

She signs her will without affixing any 
title to her name. It is said that her hus- 
band has retained a lawyer to contest the 
will. 

The acquaintance of Dwyer with the 
duchess arose in this way: In the summer 
of 1894, when the business of the Filavelle 
‘Land Development Company, which Dwyer 
had arganized, was at a standstill he ne- 
gotiated for the purchase of the Dix Island 
granite quarry off the coast of Maine, 
which belonged to the duchess. The price 
agreed upon was $136,000. The duchess be- 
came so infatuated with Dwyer that in 
October, so his friends state, she gave him 
the deed of the property. This was several 
months before the.r marriage. The deed 
sp2cifies eight small islands, the largest of 
which lie off the Maine coast a few miles 
south of Rockland. Dwyer immed.ately or- 
ganized a stock company, of whicn he was 
president, and opened offices in the Cable 
building on Broadway. Shortly after his 
marriage to the duchess he sold the prop- 
erty te Alexander McNeill, broker at 44 
Brvad street. The transfer was made 
through the law firm of Seward, Guthrie, 
Morawetz & Steele, of 31 Nassau street.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Cause of the Panic of ’93-4. 

Portland, Ore., July 2.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: The fact as to whet caused the panic 
of 1893-4 is the question upon which hinges 
the entire argument on the money question. 

It is of vital importance that the friends 
of free silver should be agreed as to that 
fact. Yet they are utterly variant. It is 
agreed, however, on all sides that it was 
caused by a sudden and universal fall in 
values. The real issue is what caused that 
fall in values. 

In a letter to The Denver Times of the 
12th instant, Senator John P. Jones indi- 
cates it was due to the outflow of our 
gold to pay our bonds, creating a demand 
for gold that made it rise. 

In his new book, “sSimetallism, or Mono- 
metallism?” John P. Young, editor of The 
San Francisco Chronicle, indicates it was 
caused by the rise in gold “due to its in- 
creased absorpt:on in the arts and in- 
dustries.”’ 

Other writefs take still other and variant 
views of the cause. This confusion doubt- 
less pleases the goldbug. It certainly be- 
fogs the people to our ruin. 

Both Jones and Young agree the fall 
was caused by the rise in gold, which they 
say is governed by the laws of supply and 
demand. I concur with them thus far. 
Young says the rise in gold was due ta 
@ecreased supply of that metal for mone- 
tary purposes. I deny this. It was plainly 
due to suddenly increased demand, not 
gradual decreased supply, for it rose sud- 
denly, and 25 cents on the dollar. 

l agree with Senator Jones that it was 
increased demand that made gold rise. 
That increased demand, however, was 
caused by the sudden destruction of over 
a bill.on dollars of silver as primary money 
in 1893. S_nce the whole volume of primary 
money measures values, the destruction of 
a billion dollars of silver money made goid 
rise and all other values fall. 

I have stated a plain fact of history, yet 
it seems hot to be understood, or else gold 
makes our press and leaders suppress it. 

In 1892 Austro-Hungary passed a iaw 
adopting the gold standard. It went into 
pract.cal operation in the spring of 1893, 
when she changed her $2,400,000,000 of silver 
basis 5 per cent bonds into gold 4 per cents, 
and made her $120,000, of silver subsi- 
diary coin only. She stopped silver coinage 
August 2, 1892, but silver did not fail until 
she went practically to the gold basis in 
the spring of 1893. 

On June 2, 1893, the British secretary of 
state for the colonies passed an order in 
council (which is law) or the $900,000,000 
of Indian rupees redeemable in gold, at 
the same time closing the Indian mints.

Meeting of Lines at Interest for Extra 
Southwestern Sertice, 


DOUBLE TRAINS FROM NEW ORLEANS 


The Southern Railwiy and Steamship As- 
sociation—Othber Interesting News 
of the Roads. 


~ All things gcod seem to be coming At- 
lanta’s way, and the latest probable bo- 
nanga is a double daily passenger train 
serviee between this city and New Orleans 
with direct connections with the Southern 
Pacific for the great southwest beyond. 

There will be a meéting of representatives 
of all the railroads at interest in this un- 
dertaking in Atlanta today. The meeting 
will occur this morning in the headquar- 
ters of the Atlanta and West Point, Equl- 
table building, and President George C. 
Smith, of the Atlanta and West Point; 
General Passenger Agent C. P. Atmore, of 
the Louisville and Nashville; General Pas- 
senger Agent W. A. Turk, of the Southern; 
and General Passenger Agent 8. F. B. 
Morse, of the Southern Pacific, will be in 
attendance, 

The conditions to be discussed bear upon 
the mutual arrangements that can be made 
in the way of schedules through from the 
northeast to the southwest over the South- 
ern Pacific beyond New Orleans. 

The Atlanta and West Point wishes to 
put on an extra passenger train between 
Atlanta and ‘Montgomery. It asks the 
Louisville and Nashville to co-operate with 
it at Montgomery to make the schedule 
good through the Mississippi and the South- 
ern Pacific is asked there to take up the 
train for the further west. At this end 
of the line the Southern railway is asked 
to take up the schedule with a train on to 
the northeast, thus giving a through sched- 
ule between the northeast and the remote 
southwest. 

At present there are two trains out of 
Atlanta through to New. Orleans, making 
connection there over the Southern Pacific. 
Returning from New Orleans to Atlanta 
there is but one swift through -line of 
cars. The schedules are as follows: 

Leave Atlanta for New Orleans—5:35 a. 
m. and 4:20 p. m. 

Arrive Atlanta from New Orleans—11:4 
a. m. 

In addition to these trains there is an- 
other which comes through from New Or- 
leans, arriving here at 6:40 a. m., but this 
train makes a wait of three hours in Mont- 
gomery, and only connects in an unsatis- 
factory manner. 

This last train doesn’t leave Montgomery 
until Tl o’clock at night and is a night lo- 
cal from there to Atlanta. 

It is the hope of the Atlanta and West 
Point to have this train’s time run up so 
as to leave Montgomery at 6:40 o’eloek or 
thereabouts on direct connection with the 
Louisville and Nashville from New Orleans 
and arrive in Atlanta at 11 o'clock at 
night—just the hour of leaving Montgomery 
at present. 

Arriving in Atlanta at 11 o’clock at night 
it is the wish of the Atlanta and West 
Point that the Southern shall put its train 
leaving here at 9 o’clock at night back so 
as to leave just after the arrival of the 
train from New Orleans and Montgomery— 
about 11:30 o'clock. 

The Ailanta and West Point wants to 
put on a train from Atlanta to Montgomery 
also. This will leave Atlanta at 11 o’clock 
at night and arrive in Montgomery next 
morning about 6 o’clock. 

All these propositions are to be talked 
over at the meeting today in the office of 
Président Smith, Mr. W. A. Turk, general 
passenger agent of the Southern, is in the 
city to attend the meeting. General Pas- 
senger Agent 8S. F. B. Morse, of the South- 
ern Pacific, and Genéral Passenger Agent 
C, P. Atmore, of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, will arrive today. 

President Smith is himself out of the 
city just at present, but will probably ar- 
rive very early this morning to attend the 
meeting. 

It wiil certainly be a great thing for At- 
lanta if the proposed deal can be put 
through, and President Smith should have 
the encouragement—and will doubtless have 
it—of all the other roads. 


THE NEW YORK MEETING. 
All Manner of Speculation as to the 
Railway Association's Future. 

All eyes in the railroad arena of the south 
are turne4a now to the postponed meeting of 
the Southern Railway and Steamship As- 
socation, to be held in New York, August 
16th. 

At this meeting will be decided the fate of 
the association for the next year. The ar- 
ticles of agreement by which the various 
lines are bound to observe. the laws of the 
organization will be taken up as they were 
left from the meeting at Asheville recently, 
and will be acted on by those representa- 
tives of the railroads present. 

It is now thought doubtful whether the 
meeting at Manhattan Beach will be final 
or not. lt is believed that more trouble is 
now brewing than ever before among the 
several lines at issue in the tormation of the 
association upon such plans as were sug- 
gested by the special subcommittee 2t the 
Asheville meeting, and it is believed that 
no election of commissioner wiil be reld at 
this New York meeting. 

The fact seems to be that there is threat- 

ened trouble among the western lines. It 
is even predicted by those who know some- 
thing of such matters that there will be no 
western roads in the association if organiz- 
ej under the present plan at Manhattan 
Beach next week. 
‘ It is believed by a great many that there 
will be a general row at the approaching 
meeting, and that the Louisville and Nash- 
Ville, the Queen and Crescent and other 
western lines will positively refuse to join 
tae association again. This would, of 
course, mean that if there is any associa- 
tion at all it will be formed ot the castern 
‘anes entirely, and will be called, perhaps, 
the Southeastern Association. 

Every day brings out the fact ‘nore clear- 
ly than before that the announcement n ade 
by Commissioner Stahlman of the associa- 
tion at the Asheville meeting, that re will 
no longer hold the Office of commissioner 
and that he would not under any circum- 
Stances accept the place if re-elected, has 
brought on considerable consternation 
among the roads. Everything seems to be 
in chaotic state. Nobody Knows ;ust now 
whether there will be any reorganization of 
the association or not. Those who do be- 
lieve there will be a perpetuation of the as- 
sociation think that it will be purely among 
eastern lines, | 

It is known positively that some trouble 
is coming from the western side of the ter- 
ritory hitherto covered by the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association. 

Thus it may be seen that there is noth- 
ing that can de‘initely be said as to the prob. 
able electicn of a new commissioner of the 
association at the coming meeting, The 
presidents of the railroads that ave been 
members heretofore will not care to elect 
a commissioner until it is definitely known 
what lines will join the association. 

If only the eastern lines. become members 
it is clear that the présidentS may desire 
quite a different sort of man for commis- 
sioner than would. be desirable if 
the western lines remained in as hereto- 
fore. 

There have been several names rumored 
in connection with the office of commission- 
er, among them being the names of Vice 
President Haynes, of the Plant system, 
Commissioner Finley, of the Southern 
States Association, and others.

Then 
they came on to Birmingham and were in 
conference here with prominent officials of 
the Kansas City, Memphis and Birmingham 
road. Incidentally they took a look at pros- 
pective terminal facilities, and, while not 
talking, it was clear that they were here 
for business and that that busineas was to 
see how practicable it would be to bring 
their road into Birmingham and get connec- 
tions out of here with the Kansas City line.

They are believed to have an op 
tion on the property now, and it is possible 
that the trade for the road has been civosed, 
provided certain slight discrepancies, which 
are said to have existed in the titles, have 
been adjusted. When bought che organiza- 
tion of an independent railroad company, 
the stockholders to be the owners of the 
Seaboard and Kansas City lines. This cum- 
pany will extend the line from Coal City 
six miles above Pell City, to Birmingham. 
it is believed that by extending “rom Coal 
City instead of Pell City the tunneling of 
a@ mountain can be avoided and a better 
route obtained.

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Two Negroes Wanted in Atlanta for 
Murder Arrested Yesterday. 
THEY WERE CAPTURED AT GORDON, GA, 


Adolphus Badger and Will Bruce, the 


Murderers of Barly Beatty on July 
ath, Under Arrest. 


———————— 


Adolphus Badger and Will Bruce, the 
two negroes who murdered Early Beatty, 
in this city, on July 4th last, by cutting 
him to pieces with a knife, were arrested 
in Gordon, Ga., yesterday morning. Gov- 
ernor Atkingon received a telegram from 
S. J. Fountain, of that place, stating that 
the negroes were under arrest and would 
be held. 

Badger and Bruce are badly wanted in 
Atlanta and a vigorous effort has been 
made by the Atlanta officers to locate and 
have them captured. The crime which they 
are accused of committing was the result 
of a Fourth of July celebration, Several 
negroes were at a house on Houston street 
on that day drinking beer and having 4 
glorious time in general. Badger, Bruce 
and Beatty were among the crowd and in 
the afternoon all of the negroes got pretty 
well under the influence of the intoxicant. 
During the celebration Beatty stepped on 
Badger’s foot and a fight resulted. The 
two negroes clinched and fought on the 
ground for some time beating each other 
in the usual manner. It is alleged that 
Bruce took a hand in the fight and that 
he held Beatty while Badger jerked out 
his knife and- carved his antagonist to 
pieces, 

teatty’s back was slashed in many places, 
the knife being stuck deep into him. The 
negro was taken to the Grady hospital, 
where he lay between life and death for 
two or three days and then died, never re- 
gaining consciousness. 

Badger and Bruce were thought to have 
left Atlanta on the night of the murder, 
bound for Indianapolis, Ind., and for some 
time afterwards it was expected that the 
negroes would be arrested in that city. 
Bruce is said to have come to Georgia from 
Indianapolis, and it was thought that he 
would return there, but nothing had been 
heard of the negroes until yesterday, when 
the telegram came to Governor Atkinson. 
The message did not give any particulars 
of the capture of the alleged murderers, 
simply stating that the negroes were at 
Gordon under arrest, 

Officer Flountain, 


who seems to have 


made the arrest, was telegraphed to com- 


municate with Chief Cennolly about the 
matter, but that official had heard nothing 
from Gordon last night. Crief Connolly has 
a warrant charging the negroes with mur- 
der in his possession and it further advice 
is received this morning confirming the ar- 
rest of the negroes he will send an officer 
to Gordon for the murderers. 

There is a reward of $100 each for the 
capture of the negroes. The reward was 
offered by Governor Atkinson several weeks 
ago and will be paid the arresting officer 
on delivery of the prisoners in Atlanta, the 
stipulations of the reward being that the 
negroes should be delivered to the sheriff 
of Fulton county. 

It is not yet known whether or not the 
negroes will be brought here by Officer 
Fountain or whether they will be sent for 
by Chief Connolly. As stated, nothing fur- 
ther regarding the arrest was heard last 
night. It is possible that the negroes will 
be brought to Atlanta today. 

e murdered negro was a son of Henry 
Beatty, the porter at police headquarters. 
The negroes will find themselves in serious 
trouble when they are brought back to 
Atlanta. The evidence against them will be 
strong, there being several witnesses to the 
murder who, it is said, will testify that 


Bruce held Beatty while Badger literally 


cut himeto death. 

Coroner Paden held an inquest over the 
body of the murdered negro and the jury 
summoned by h:m reached a verdict to the 
effect that Badger and Bruce were. guilty 
of murder.

It is charged that he entered the 
room occupied by the jury, and by shaking 
hands and otherwise attempting to influ- 
ence the jury, tried to shape the verdict. 

Affidavits concerning another juror were 
served yesterday morning. These ceal 
with the statement of B. J. Jones, who it 
is charged was prejudiced before going into 


the trial. 

John R. Rowe states under oath that 
he was at the courthouse on the cay of 
the last trial of Myers and that Jones was 
standing near. With him was Dr. W, W. 
Webb, who also heard the remarks of the 
prospective juror, Rowe states that as the 
call of the jury list was going on, Jones 
stated that he wished he testa 3 be sclected, 

s he wanted ‘‘to help hang My®rs. 

“we affidavit from Dr. W. W. Webb is 
also introduced to this purpose. Numerous 
affidavits were drawn up by the defense 
yesterday testifying to the character and 
veracity of these men. In _ fact, these 
affidavits are increasing on both sides, and 
when the hearing is called, Judge Hart 
will have a voluminous mass of evidence to 
examine. 

Says It Is Untrue. 

Juror Jones, as soon as he learned yes- 
terday that he had been attacked by tne 
prosecution, made his appexzrance at the 
office of Colonel Glenn to make counter 
affdavit. 

“It is all a mistake,” he said, “to say 
that I in any way gave any opinion in re- 
gard to the trial or the guilt of Myers. I 
was entirely unbiased and really was sorry 
that I] was chosen. 

‘I pronounce the statement that I said 
that I wanted to get on the jury that I 
might hang Myers as unqualifielly false. 
It is a lie, and I do not hesitate to say so.” 

Jones was much disturbed cover the af- 
fair.

ATE A SLICE OUT OF A GLASS GLOBE 


Two Physicians Were Unable To Deter- 
miae Whether He Swallowed the 
Glass or Not. 


Wesley Bagwell, a young white bcy, cre- 
ated considerable corsternation about the 
station house yesterday and lust night by 
@aking rep>ated efforts to kill himgelf in 
his cell. In addition to making several un- 
successful efforts to harg himself with 
various articles of clothing, the boy claimed 
to have swallowed a portion of a glass 
giobe. 

The young man was arrested ywusterday 
morning on suspicion of having stolen a 
buegy and forged an order by which he 
gecured a wagon. Detective Bedford ar- 
rested the young man and had him locked 
up in the station house to be held until 
the charges against him could be inves- 
tigated. Bagwell had not been in his cell 
more than half an hour before he was 
founa harging to the top of it with a 
towel around his neck. He was. cut down 
and left in his cell with nothing but the 
clothes he wore, those at the station house 
fearing that the boy would make another 
a@ttempt to hang h>mself. All of the bed 
clothing in the cell was removed, but to 
no avail. Within a few minutes @fter his 
first effort Bagwell was again found sus- 
pended from the top of his cell, having 
used his coat as a noose and rope. The boy 
was by that time apparently exhausted, 
but he made four or five more attempts 
during the afterncon and night to hang 
himself. He used different articles of hi‘s 
clothing in his determined efforts to end 
his existence, and by night the boy was 
almost stripped. 

Said He Swallowed Glass. 

At intervals during the day the boy 
seemed to brighten up and to take his con- 
finement indifferently, and when he got 
in that condition he would be ieft alone, 
the turnkey and janitors returning later 
only to find him again endeavoring to hang 
himself. The boy talked sensibly enough, 
and the officers were unable to understand 
why he persisted in trying to kill himself. 
Turnkey Gallagher finally decided that it 
would be best to watch the young man, 
and he kept a close watch on the cell. 
About 8 o’clock last night Mr. Gallagher 
heard the boy calling loudly for help, and 
when he entered the corridor, where Bag- 
well had been allowed to walk about a 
short time before, he found the boy suffer- 
ing greatly. Bagwell moaned and cried, 
and between his fits of apparent misery he 
told Officer Gallagher that he had swal- 
lowed a iot of glass. A search of the 
cells and corridor in which the boy had 
been was made, but nothing could be found 
that indicated the truth of his statement. 
Finally an old glass gas jet was found on 
top of the row of cells within reach of the 
boy, had he chosen to get it, and for 
some time it looked as if the boy’s claims 
were substantiated, the globe being broken 
and a big slice of it gone. The turnkey 
could not remember how the globe -hap- 
pened to be in the cell, or whether it was 
broken or not when placed there. Bag- 
well continued his cries of pain, saying 
that he knew he would die from eating the 
giass. 

Tne Grady hospital physicians were sent 
for, and Drs. Little and Longino respond- 
ed. The physicians made an examination 
of the young man, but were unable to tell 
whether or not he had swallowed any glass. 
They gave him an antidote of some kind 
and gave directions that a close watch be 
kept on the boy. Bagwell quieted down 
and went ‘to sleep on the cen fioor, and 
had not woke up at a late hour last night. 

Attempted To Suicide in Jaii. 

The boy appears to be about balf crazy 
at jimes, and laughs and cries by turns. 
Last night he said that he wanted to see 
his father before he died, and talked in a 
mumbling menner during the day. In one 
of his quiet spells he denied that he had 
forged an order of any kind or stolen a 
buggy. He was arrested two or three 
weeks ago on a warrant sworn out by a 
Decatur street jeweler, charging him with 
cheating and swindling. The boy was sent 
to jail on the warrant, and while there at- 
tempted to hang himself in the same man- 
ner as he did yesterday. The warrant 
against the boy was dismissed by a justice 
of the peace, and he was released several 
days ago. 

Two or three days ago the boy is said to 
have stolen a buggy from a citizen of the 
eastern section of the city, and yeste-day 
complaint was made that he forged an 
order and obtained a wagon from John M. 
Smith, the manufacturer. A warrant 
charging him with forgery had been sworn 
out @ day or two previous, but the boy had 
mot been found in the c‘ty until pointed 
out to Detective Bedford yesterday. The 
boy seems to have a craze for wagons and 
buggies, and by the officers he is considered 
@ kleptomaniac. 

Bagwell will be held until something is 
learned of the whereabouts of the buggy. 
He claims that the buggy was stolen by 
another boy. 


THE BOILER EXPLODED. 
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Sensational Accident on the Lake at 
Demorest. 

A pafty of well-known Atlanta people, 
including Rev. C. P. Williamson and daugh- 
ter, Miss Katherine Massey and several 
Others, were sufferers from 4 most un- 
pleasant experience at Demorest Wednes- 
day. 

While out on the beautiful little lake, 
enjoying an excursion, the boiler of the 
little steamer on which they were riding 
exploded, badly wrecking the boat. 

They are at Demorest attending the ses- 
gions of the chautauqua. A: party of ex- 
cursionists hired the little steamer Estes 
and went out for a ride on the lake. Among 
those on the boat were those named, Rev. 
Dr. Murray, Miss Love, Mrs. M. L. Harvey 
and Miss Carry, all of Atlanta. 

The little steamer was in charge of Mr. 
F. F. Sibey, the owner. It was just start- 
ing, when, without a second’s warning, the 
Boiler burst. 

There was a terrific explosion. Boiling 
Water was thrown upon the passengers in 
Sreat sheets and the escaping steam en- 
Veloped the excursionists. It was a most 
Painful and frightful situation. 

The force of the explosion threw the 
Captain overboard and left the steamer 
Without any one to man her. The pas- 
Sengers knew nothing of running. the boat 
&nd their predicament was a dangerous 
One. Most of them were badly frighten- 
ed, but soon managed to regain their cool- 
hess and presence of mind; otherwise the 
result of the accident would have been 
far worse. 

The steamer was badly wrecked and the 
Wonder of it is that she did not go down 
With the excursionists. The captain was 
hot hurt to any serious extent and the 
Passengers received no injuries that will 
Cause them to be confined fo their beds. 

The steamer was shoved back to the 
landing with great difficulty and the party 
gladly returned to land. 

The explosion of the boiler created a 
g00d-sized sensation among the guests ra 
Demorest and many thought that the pas- 
Sengers on the little excursion steamer had 
been killed, That the accident did not re. 
Sult in worse injury to those on the little 
Steamer is almost a miracle.

But the vivid recollection of the other 


Barrios comes to me while reading a dis- 
patch this morning anent the continuous 
political eruptions in Nicaragua, Costa 
Rica, Honduras and Salvador. United with 
Guatemala and with a strong man at the 
helm, the quintet of republics might be- 
come quite an imposing power and a most 
valuable aider and abettor of the doctrines 
of the late Mr. Monroe by way 0 curbing 
grasping tendencies on the part of Furopean 
kings and emperors. So at least thought my 
former acquaintance, the President Barrios 
of some ten years ago. He came for a holi- 
day trip to Philadelphia to meditate on 
his plans and raise a little money for 
“sinews.” He brought his beautiful wife, 
a few of his children and his reputation 
with him. He emphasized the latter by in- 
forming the trembling head waiter of the 
Aldine hotel that he was ready for any 
_.. —- —— reportet who wanted to inter- 
view him. At the same time he threw upon 
the table one of the ugliest of bulldog re- 
volver?. 

“Barrios is the sort of gentleman you 
would like to interview,” was the remark to 
me of my chief on the particular paper 
which I then had the honor of serving. 
I had interviewed the head waiter the pre- 
vious evening and did not altogether like 
the job. However, orders were orders, and 
so I made a bee-line for the hotel where 
Barrios was staying. My card was sent up 
to ‘“‘Mr. President.” It came down torn into 
four pieces and I had to give the bell boy 
a quarter to soothe away the kick he re- 
ceived as he left the august presidential 
presence. !This jlittle Anctdent impressed 
upon me that I had to get that interview 
somehow and I belonged to a little crowd 
in those days which were not in the habit 
of recording failures. 

There was a consumptive looking young 
man hanging about the corridors, He was 
pointed out to me as the private secretary 
of Barrios. He looked about as miserable 
a wretch as I had seen for a long time, 
and it was the general opinion about the 
hotel that he received more kicks than ha’ 
pence for his services. I scraped acquaint- 
ance with him and introduced him to the 
bar—the damp bar—and his demeanor 
brightened and his capacity extended. Final- 
ly, after a somewhat prolonged afternoon 
session and a story or two about-his be- 
loved Paris—the secretary was a young and 
well-born Frenchman, who had fied from 
his creditors—I induced him to take me up 
to the apartments occupied by the presi- 
dent, open the door where Barrios was 
probably taking a siesta, announce me and 
leave me to my fgte. The secretary did. all 
those things and slammed the door behind 
him. 

His excellency—as I look back all the re- 
spect that in a moment accumulated with- 
in me returns to me—was lying on a sofa. 
His coat was off and his shirt sleeves bore 
testimony of a previous day's wear. He 
sprang to his feet, glared at me, felt at his 
hip, shrieked weird sounding compliments 
in an unknown dialect to me and then stern- 
ly pointed to a seat on the sofa beside him, 
He asked me in + @rill sergeant’s voice 
my age, my nationality, my name and 
finally my occupation, He then rang the 
bell and ordered a bottle of champagne and 
all the morning papers of Philadelphia. The 
front pages of the papers had more or less 
misleading portraits of him and a variety 
of pentrating comments. Some of the head- 
lines referred to him as “Butcher Bar- 
rios.”” Others contented themselves with 
speaking of him as a ‘‘blood-thirsty tyrant,” 
and one or two editors were still “more 
open and frank in their appreciation of 
his particular and peculiar qualities. ‘‘So,”’ 
said Barrios, glaring at me as he threw 
paper after paper on my knees and for- 
getting to, offer me any of the wine, al- 
though he had filled a full goblet for him- 
self, “so you expect me to talk with you.’’ 
I basely crawled out of things by ex- 
plaining that I alone of newspaper men 
would be his defender; that my object was 
to deny calumny, I spoke French to him 
and referred to an uncle who had been to 
Guatemala and described it as “‘“God’s own 
country,’ and Barrios softened a little in 
his expression and after dwelling for a 
moment or two on the castigation he in- 
tended giving his secretary for allowing me 
to enter his room, he began to talk, and 
what is more, to talk most charmingly. 
I saw that I had big copy. For a moment 
I almost stopped his flow. I asked him if 
it was true that he had been amusing him- 
self by suspending ladies of Guatemala in 
cages from church towers. He scowled 
most unpleasantly and thundered in reply: 
“If women rebel, they have no longer sex 
and must be treated as rebels. Yes, I caged 
a few of them ahd perhaps they liked it bet- 
ter than the whip which I gave to some 
others.’’ And he poured the remainder of 
the bottle of wine into his glass without a 
word of inquiry as to the dryness of my 
throat. It was a little dry. 

The next morning my interview appeared. 
The headlines given to it by the city editor 
would have been insulting even to a turtle 
at Asbury. One can imagine the effect 
upon the tiger of Guatemala. I heard later 
in the day that he had almost thrashed 


the life out of his secretary and that he was. 


practicing flipping with a rhinoceros hide 
in the hope of another call from me. But 
I always was a humble man. I did not care 
to be too intimate with presidents.

When Mr. Camp Makes a Call. 


HE ALONE HAS THE AUTHORITY 


So Far the Papers Have Not Been Trans- 
mitted to Him by Mr. Phillips, 
the City Clerk. 


Mr. M. P. Camp, chairman of the three 
committees of the general council to which 
the papers in the contemplated extension 
of the saloon hours to 12 o’clock have been 
referred, has not yet called a meeting of 
the committees. 

That Mr. Camp alone has the authority 
to issue the call for the meeting there is 
now no doubt, if any ever existed in the 
minds of any one. Mayor King asserts 
that it is the rvle for the chairman of the 
committee first named when a joint com- 
mittee is formed to occupy the position of 
chairman of the joint committee, at least 
until the first meeting is held, when, if the 
various committees forming the combina- 
tion desire it, they can perfect an organi- 
zation if a majority of those forming the 
meeting desire. 

“As far as I recall,’”’ said Mayor King, 
speaking of the matter yesterday, “it will 
be the duty of Mr. Camp to call the meet- 
ing and then when the members come to- 
Then if 
for any reason those composing the meet- 
ing desire to select a chairman other than 
the chairman of the first committee named, 
they can do so. The parliamentary usages 
as I know them are for the chairman of 
the first committee to be considered the 


, Chairman of the joint session of the com- 


mittees unless some other organizatioh is 
perfected.”’ 

Mr. Broyles, mayor pro tem., one of the 
best parliamentarians in Atianta. is of the 
same opinion as Mayor King. 

So far the papers in the matter have 
not been sent Mr. Camp by the city clerk, 
and until the papers are transmitted to him 
he cannot do anything. Without the papers 
he is powerless to act in the matter of call- 
ing the meeting of the committees. But 
as soon as the papers are transmitted him 
by the clerk he will issue his call for the 
first meeting of the three committees. 

“I have not,” said Mr. Camp, “received 
the papers upon which we are to make a 
report, and until they come to me from 
the clerk I cannot tell what is to be done. 
Of course I know in a general way what 
these papers are, but there is nothing upon 
which I can work until the papers are 
handed to me. Just as soon as those papers 
are given to me I shall issue a call for 
the three committees, and then when the 
gentlemen composing those committees are 
present I shall turn the meeting over to 
them and let them organize as they see 
fit. I care very little whether I sit in 
that joint session as chairman or as a 
member on the floor. I am going there to 


kserve the people of the city of Atlanta, 


and where I can do the best work is where 
I want to be found. 

“I shall ask the chairmen of the other 
two committees, Mr. Campbell, of the ordi- 
nance, and Mr. Bell, of the tax, to meet 
me for an informal conerence before I 
issue the call for the meeting of the three 
committees,’’ said Mr. Camp, “and I do 
that or the purpose of having a free and 
full interchange of views on the questions 
that the three committees will have to 
consider. I think it is nothing but right 
for me to consult the chairmen of the other 
two committees before anything is done, 
and it is for that reason that I shall call 
them to meet me. Then after we have 
interchanged views and ideas I will issue 
the call for the meeting. We all know that 


- there will be quite a number of speeches 


before the joint committee and that..the 
sessiom will be a long one. It may take 
more than one day to settle the matter and 
in that event there would be no use in 
thinking of work this week. No, I can’t 
tell just now when the session of the com- 
mittees will be called.’’

People Killed or 
“ Accidents. 
From The New York Journal. 

It is: singular how many people are in- 
jured by the most trivial accidents—some- 
times fatally—while others escape un- 
scathed from what one would think were 
disasters fraught with instant and certain 
death. 

The daily papers record one of two such 
every day. For instance, Henry’ P. Og- 
den, a compositor, living on Baymiller 
street, Cincinnati, and employed in the 
book publishipg house of Robert Clarke, 
had occasion to visit the stereotyping de- 
partment in gnother building, connected 
with the printing office by a gangplank. 

The night Was exceedingly dark and 
stormy, and Ogden trusted to his familiar- 
ity with the location of the bridge to find 
»his way across, as he could not see the 
narrow gangway. He stepped-boldly out 
into the darkness, and fell a distance of 
five stories into a pile of packing boxes in 
the court below, but except for a few un- 
important bruises he sustaired no injuries, 
and was at work two days afterward. 

Killed by a Lead Pencil. 

In singular coytrast to this is the fate 
which befell Amos Golding, a building con- 
tractor of Corpus Christi, Tex. He was 
visiting a building which was being erect- 
ed under his supervision. The head car- 
penter, John Monohan, was at the top of 
the house on a high seaffold. ° Mr. Gold- 
ing stopped beneath and- hailed Monohan 
to give him some directions.

from city politics, and which would re- 
sult in the elimination of the factional 
lines which kept Atlanta in hot watet 
and materially retarded its progress for 
several years. That compromise having 
been effected botl®eides came together 
in the interest of Atlanta and the con- 
servatives of each element have been 
working in harmony So 
Yong as this condition continues the 
city has nothing to fear from the ex- 
tremists of either side, and the coOnser- 
vative sentiment of both of the old align- 
ments will keep down a repetition of 
the disastrous experience of former days. 

We believe it 
those who are identified with the liquor 
traffic to let the law stand just where 
it is. A modification of the contract in 
behalf of one side would unquestionably 
have the effect of absolving the other, 
and putting it in a state of restless ac- 
tivity. The next step would be the call- 
ing of another prohibition election, and 
whatever might be the result of another 
trial at the ballot box the city would be 
the loser in the strife and contention 
that would follow. We want no more 
prohibition campaigns, for the city has 
already dearly paid for its experience 
on that line, and now that it has fully 
recovered from the bad effects of fac- 
tional agitation, it should be slow to en- 
courage a repetition of the same con- 
ditions. 

Some time ago Mr. J. N. Stearn, sec- 
retary of the National Temperance So- 
ciety, and publisher of The National 
Temperance Advocate, of New York, 
the leading temperance paper in Ameri- 
ca, visited Atlanta and other cities for 
the purpose of studying the conditions of 
the liquor traffic. On his return Mr. 
Stearn wrote: “The liquor traffic in 
Atlanta is under better ‘regulations’ than 
in any other city in the union.” 

Atlanta’s experience with its present 
system of control of the liquor traffic 
has been a model for other cities all 
over the union, and to make a change 
now, even for three months, would no 
doubt have the effect of an expression 
ef extreme dissatisfaction with the law 
as it now stands. 

The safest plan is to let the matter rest 
just where it is, and we hope the council 
will give it this direction.

Death of Justice Jackson. 
The death of Justice Howell E. 
som, at his home near Naghiville, yes- 
terday, removes from his wide sphere of 
usefulness a famous American who in 
his time filled many high and honorable 
places.

During his term in the United States 
senate, from which he resigned in 1886, 
he was one of the ablest champions of 
democracy, and his friends looked for- 
ward to a long career for him in our 
national councils.

Justice Jackson possessed a judicial 
mind of the highest order. He was a 
man of Roman firmness and integrity, 
and he stood in the front rank of his 
profession at a time when there were 
giants at the bar. 
For some months past he had been in 
failing health, and his death was not al- 
together unexpected. He was well 
known in Atlanta, and his death is quite 
a shock to many of our citizens who 
felt for him the warmest regard and the 
highest esteem. 


Jack- 
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A Wall Street Notion. 
Mr. Thomas Hitchcock, of New York, 
who, under (or over) the pseudonym of 
“Matthew Marshall,” has assumed ¢on- 
trol of the financial fallacies of The New 
York Sun, is frequently guilty,of writ- 
ing some interesting matter. To be in- 
teresting without being sensational has 
long been considered @ crime in New 
York, and it is for that reason, perhaps, 
that Mr. Thomas Hiteheock’s diatribes 
on this, that and the other have never 
heen seized on by metropolitan sogety 
a sort of relief from whisky poker 
and seven-up. This is no doubt due to 
the faet that Mr. Hiteheock lives, in the 
folklore of Manhattam, as a: retired 
and likewise as the silent part- 
ner of dealers in shoe and leather find- 
ings. No one ever expected a retired 
brewer or a dealer in shoes and leather 
findings to branch out as a full grown 
and full bearded financier, and to this is 
no doubt due the fact that Mr. Hitchcock 
has less weight as a financial authority 
in Manhattan island than he has in 
Buckhead district, Fulton county. There 
is no doubt, however, that Mr. Hitchcock 
has grown very bold since he took charge 
of the financial fallacies of The New 
York Sun. Helis now able to say, “as I 
pointed ont a fortnight ago,” and this is 
something. No matter what he “pointed 
out a fortnight ago.” or whether he 
pointed it out at all, the fact renmins 
that Mr. Thomas Hiteheock is on deck 
and that he is engaged in “pointing out.” 
A man who thinks he has “pointed out” 
is a great boon to the world, if only a 
sufficient number of men could be em- 
ployed at reasonable salaries to find out 
what he has been engaged in pointing. 
But capital is scarce for such purposes, 
ahd the consequence is that no living 
person, except Mr. Hitcheock and an 
old coachman in the employ of Mr. Dana, 
is able to say what has been “pointed 
out.” 
Nevertheless, the fact remains that Mr. 
Hitchcock “pointed out a fortnight ago,’ 
and that he will probably continue to 
“point out” every fortnight for a century | 
to come unless Mr. Dana should con- 
clude at the last moment, just before 
Gabriel blows his horn, that it would be 
well to appear in the community of as- 
cending nations with a clean shirt and 
a clear conscience. In this event Mr. 
Dana will resume his able arguments in 
favor of the free coinage of silver, which: 
were such a feature of The Sun a few 
years ago, and Mr. Thomas Hitchcock 
will look elsewhere for the stipend that 
represents the style of a retired brewer 
and a sometime dealer in shoes and 
leather findings. 

This brings us in a hand gallop, as it 
were, to the matter in hand. which is 
the weekly article in which Mr. Thomas 
Hitcheock makes his fortnightly predic- 
tions. In his last series of reflections, 
he says that “the truth is, and it is get- 
ting to be more generally recognized day 
by day. that gold is merchandise, like 
any other merchantable commodity, and 
that the export of it. so far from being 
ruinous to a country, is as beneficial as 
the export of wheat or cotton.” 

Ignorance is sometimes general, and 
in that case it is pathetic. It is some 
times special, and, therefore. ridiculous. 
When Mr. Thomas HitchCock commits 
Mr. Dana‘s Sun to the special form of 
ignorance which we have quoted he in- 
sults the intelligence of every subscriber 
to that able journal. If gold were noth- 


is 
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another gold is a commodity, because 
there is no such thing as international 
money. The gold coin of the United 


|} States is bullion in John Bull’s domain, 


and John Bull’s precious coin is bullion 
‘in France. 

At the same time the small stock of 
gold that we have in this country is 
something more than a commodity. It is 
the unit of account and the standard of 
value. It is thus lifted by law above 
all other commodities. By the fiat of 
the government it is declared to be a 
legal tender in the payment of all debts 
publie and private. It is a definite part 
of the circulating medium. It is the 
basis of our currency. It is the money 
of final payment. Every dollar that goes 
out decreases the volume of circulation 
and lessens the stock of primary money. 

It is true that we sell our gold abroad 
as we do our cotton and wheat. But 
did large exports of cotton and wheat 
ever create a panic in ‘Wall street or 
cause the Jews and Gentiles in that re- 
gion to believe that specie payments 
was about to be suspended? Does Wall 
street and the shylock class maintain 
that the export of eotton and wheat 
make the country poorer? Has the ex- 
port of cotton and wheat ever caused the 
government to increase its bonded in- 
debtedness? We beg Mr. “Matthew Mar- 
shall’ to lift the veil of his ignorance and 
discuss this question rationally and rea- 
sonably. 

As all exports of gold must be drawn 
from the treasury reserve, and as the 
treasury reserve is supposed to be vi- 
tally necessary to sustaining our pres- 
ent financial system, the statements of 
“Matthew Marshall” belong to that class 
of fiction which the defenders of the 
British gold standard believe to be nee- 
essary to support their desperate cause. 
If the export of cotton or wheat in- 
creased the public debt year by year, 
the country would soon be in a bankrupt 
condition, and exports of those commodi- 
ties wonld necessarily cease; but it is not 
so with gold. The more we export the 
more we are compelled to have. The 
exports of gold since 1898 have already 
created a public debt of more than two 
hundred millions of dollars, including 
interest. In what period of history did 
the exports of cotton and wheat saddle 
such debt upon the country? 

If The, Sun’s “Matthew Marshall” 
would only take the trouble to look at 
the facts he would perceive that every 
dollar of gold now in the treasury has 
cost the people of the country more 
than $2 in debt and interest on debt. 
Is this the situation that the people— 
the producers of the country—ate asked 
to maintain and perpetuate? Is this 
the situation that members of the cabi- 
net are compelled to advocate in order 
to retain their places? Is this the sitna- 
tion that the federal offi¢e holders in all 
parts of the country are asked to drum 
for under penalty of removal? ’ 

If so, all and singular, Mr. “Matthew 
Marshall,” Wall street, and the gold 
dealers, may rest assured that their vile 
scheme of gold monométallism is al 


ready doomed. , 
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A Self-Made King. 

His majesty, King James 1, of the isl- 
and of Trinidad, deserves the sympa- 
thy of all right-minded people, and he 
should be aided in his effort to save his 
kingdom from the rapacious Britons 
who have seized it. 

king James did not steal his crown 
nor slaughter a host of people to gain 
it, as some monarchs have done. It was 
a fair and square transaction ¢with him. 
Ile was an American newspaper man 
nimed James Harden-Hickéy. He mar- 
ried the daughter of the Standard Oil 
magnate, John H. Flagler, and pro 
ceeded to enjoy life in his own way. 
The island of Trinidad struck his fancy 
and he bought it. Then, he proclaimed 
himself king, with the consent of the 
islanders, who are very few in number, 
and ordered from Tiffany a gold crown 
for $565 and a jeweled scepter for $125.

It is claimed, too, 
that the island was taken possession of 
by the confederate privateer Georgii, at 
a time when no country laid claim to it, 
and that it now belongs to the United 
States as the residuary legatee of the 
confederacy.

When 
a plain American newspaper man makes 
himself a king, pays as he goes, and 
invests nearly $700 in the gewgaws of 
royalty we think that he ought to have 
a fair showing. If he had conquered 
his kingdom, or obtained it by intrigue, 
it would be different. But he bought it, 
and if he and a few dozen half naked 
islanders want to set up a toy throne 
and have a miniature monarchy it is 
nobody’s business but theirs. ’Rah for 
King James!

Whither is the west drifting? As we 
write the negroes of Chicago are sce in- 
censed over the murder of a dozen or 
more of their race in Spring Valley by 
a mob of white miners that they are 
preparing to go to the scene of the dis- 
turbaneée and fight for the rights of their 
oppressed fellow citizens. Then, take 
a case at Lemont, Ill. Here is the sacs 
in The Chieago Record: 

John W. McCarthy is mayor of Lemont, 
a commupity within the confines of civ- 
llization, The town is now and has been 
for some time notorious for lawlessness. 
Vice is common. Holdups and murders 
are frequent events. Mayor McCarthy now 
appears in a role which may explain why 
Lemont is so badly governed. . 

Saturday night Stanislaus Schubert, a 
young fellow nineteen years of age, while 
drinking in a public saloon in company 
with an alderman, was struck on the head 
and killed. 
Sideration by the coroner’s jury Mayor 
McCarthy slipped a note into the coro- 
ner’s hands which read as follows: “Is 
there not some chance of its being made 
to appear heart trouble?’ The coroner, 
to the mayor's astonishment, unfolded the 
note and read it aloud, following it with 
the remark: ‘You have a lot of that kind 
of sickness in Lemont.’’ But the jury 
found that Schubert came to his death at 
the hands of a man unknown, 

With mobs in Mussuchusetts, mobs 
in New York and mobs in Illinois, and 
the mayor of a town in that state -in 
league with murderers and outlaws, it 
strikes us that The Transcript need not 
concern itself so much about the direc- 
tion in which the south is drifting. The 
truth is, lawlessness is a national evil— 
it is confined to no one section. 
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When Women Commit Murder. 


What shall be done with the women 
who murder with the knife or pistol or 
poison? 

In a Georgia case where a woman 
murdered her husband, the governor is 
overwhelmed with petitions for her par- 
don, but it will be noted that the people 
of the county. where she lived have held 
& mass meeting to protest against ex- 
ecutive clemency. i 
In New York a strong effort will be 
made to save Marie Barberi, the slayer 
of her seducer, from the death penalty. 

Speaking of these cases The New York 
Press says: 


Generic man is more chivalrous than he 
is credited with being. In recent years 
only one woman has been put to death 
for murder in the state of New York. Three 
or four others have been sentenced to cap- 
ital punishment since 1887, but their lives 
have heen saved, mainly through pepular 
protests. “Protect the woman!’ is the 
first sentiment heard when she becomes 
involyed in the meshes of law. Indeed, 
the greater the crime, the more severe the 
threatened punishment, the louder is raised 
the demand that she go scathless or in- 
adequately punished. In short, man prac- 
tically has two codes—one for the rigorous 
punishment of male offenders, one of re- 
dress and rectification for women who do 
wrong, save it be one sin. 


Our contemporary, The Memphis Com- 
mereial-Appeal, discusses the question on 
the same line with the following illus- 
trations: 


Some of the most depraved criminals, 
some of the most conscienceless homicides, 
have been females. The Druse woman, 
who was hanged in New York a few years 
ago for killing her husband—chopping him 
to pieces with an ax and secreting his re- 
majns—deserved her fate. The Georgia 
woman, Mrs. Nobles, who is now under 
sentence for hiring a negro to kill her aged 
husband, went about her work with the 
coolness and premeditation of a fiend, and 
should not be allowed to escape the sever- 
est punishment. These are instances fresh 
in the mind, but the criminal calender is 
foul with such cases of female wickedness. 
In The Forum for August Major Griffiths, 
her majesty’s inspector of prisons, men- 
tions as cold-blooded and eallous murder- 
esses Catherine,Hays, who caused her hus- 
band’s death and wished to cut off his 
head with a penknife and boil it; Mrs. Man- 
ning, who dug the grave for her victim 
‘three weeks ahead, in front of her kitchen 
fire, where she roasted and ate a goose the 
afternoon of the crime; Kate Webster, who 
dismembered the corpse of her mistress and 
boiled it piecemeal; Mrs. Browning, who 
flogged her two apprentices to death after 
starving them shamefully; Sarah Malcolm, 
the charwoman, who committed a triple 
murder, incited thereto by the sight of her 
mistress’s wealth in coin and silver plate. 
Mothers have murdered their children in 
England for the insurance money, while 
the typical poisoner, Anna Zwanziger, - fol- 
fowed poisoning for a livehood. Any 
number of examples might easily be placed 
in evidence where women were as heart- 
less as the “Mr. Williams’’ whose crimes 
are written up by De Quincey. But the 
foregoing will suffice to substantiate the 
position taken, that while but few women 
are “‘born’’ criminals, as contended by the 
Italian savants, Lombroso and Ferrero, 
some of them have been so lost to human- 
ity and have committed crimes for which 
execution on the gallows or in the electric 
chair could not be tortured into “outrag- 
ing humanity.’”’ 


‘Tne Memphis paper holds that it is 
going a little too far to exempt a woman 
from the penalty for a _ fiemlish mur- 
der simply because she is a woman. In 
the clear, cold light of justice and rea- 
son this conclusion seems to be the 
right one. If women wish to escape 
the death penalty they should not com- 


mit murder. . ,

Until the old bridge was torn away and 

passage was denied the people there were 
few knew the value of the span of 
iron and timber which made Broad street 
from Peachtree to Mitchell. Since 
he old material was first attacked by the 
workmen and the passage way blocked

Most of the work 
was done at night time and every morn- 
ing the business men and those on the 
streets were amazed at the great progress 
of the night before. Wednesday night 
the last of the heavy iron beams were put 
in place and for the last time the street 
car track was given a temporary laying. 
Yesterday with the floor of the bridge as 
it was made the night before a squad of 
hands were busy with riveting and fasten- 
ing work, but this morning the entire squad 
will begin work on the permanent floor. 

On the inside the flooring work will be 


started, but while the big squad of hands | 


will be at that another squad will be lay- 
ing temporary sidewalks, with a tempo- 
rary railing on the outside for the people 
who want to walk over the bridge. Then 
these temporary sidewalks will be contin- 
ued in use until the iron beds for the drive- 
Ways are laid, the cement is put on and 
the bricks are sunk. That completed, that 
portion of the bridge can be thrown open 
and pedestrians, as well as vehicles, can 
go over. With the roadways finished and 
ready for the use of wagons, carriages 
and pedestrians the temporary sidewalks 
will be torn away and work on the per- 
manent sidewalks will be commenced. 

Within a week from tomorrow the bridge 
will more than likely be completed and 
will be ready for delivery to the city for 
inspection, and if the terms of the con- 
tract and the lines of the specifications 
have been filled, acceptance. 

That inspection will more than lHkely 
take place next Saturday afternoon, one 
week from tomorrow, and will be not only 
by the members of the bridge committee, 
but by the entire council. 

Mr. Bell, chairman of the bridge com- 
mittee, and the Messrs. Welch, one from 
the. second and the other from the fifth 
ward, who compose the bridge committee, 
have been watching the work daily, and 
are now thoroughly posted on what is be- 
ing done and what has been done.

Judge Will Haight died peacefully at his 
home in Los Angeles, Cal., yesterday morn- 
ing at 11 o'clock. 

A telegram bringing this sad message was 
received yesterday afternoon by Mr. O. C. 
Fuller, It came from Mrs, ‘Haight, who, in 
the midst of her bereavement remembered 


her husband's friends, thousands of miles. 


away. 

in yesterday morning’s Constitution a 
story appeared giving the details of Judge 
Haight's illness and stating that little hope 
for his recovery. was entertained by his 
physician. This alarmed his many friends 
in Atlanta, but even with this preparation 
none of them will be prepared for the shock- 
ing announcement this morning. 

judge Haight left Atlanta about three 
years ago. His object in going west was to 
seek a more bracing climate in the hope of 
regaining his lost health. In sight ¢«f the 
flerce pictorial scenery of the California 
coast, he rapidly improved in health and 
soon the delusive confidence of returning 
strength persuaded him that he would yet 
be able to resume the active and successful 
practice of nis profession. Thus encouraged 
ue applied himself to work and soon made @ 
profound impression upon the legal circles 
of the state. Although an avowed 1¢publi- 
can, who had frequently participated in the 
spo.s of that party, he was recommended 
by the district attorney of southern Califor- 
nia, a democrat of the old school, as the man 
whom he preferred to assist him in that 
office. This was a well merited compliment 
to the abilities of Judge Haight, and one 
which he happily sustained by his brilliant 
record as the government assistant prose- 
cuting attorney. 

Judge Haight was born in 
about thirty-eight years‘ago. His '.oyhood 
days were spent in that state, His first 
work for the government was in the de- 
pariment of justice. The inspection of pris- 
ons was the special duty assigned to him. 
Judge Haight acquired his elementary 
knowledge of the law as a student at Co- 
lumbia college. Possessed of a bright ands 
cultured intellect his grasp of iegal prin- 
ciples was ready and tenacious. He was 
recognized by his classmates as one of the 
most promising students of the institution. 
In addition to this his lovable and generous 
impulses made it clear to his companions 
that his life would not only be one of use- 
fulness to his profession, but one of wide 
popularity, enriched with many friendships. 

Judge Haight came to Atlanta in 1885, On 
the promotion of Judge Emory to the bench 
of the southern district Judge Haight was 
designated as his successor tn the oftice of 
the district attorney. This recommendation 
came from the supreme court of the United 
States and Judge Haight received the ap- 
pointment. He held the office until Benja- 
min H. Hill, an appointee of President 
Cleveland, succeeded him. He was subse- 
quently appointed United States commis- 
sioner ana jury commissioner of the United 
States court. I[n order to benefit his health 
he resigned these lucrative positions and 
left for Los Angeles, Cal. 

As a member of the board of directors of 
the Young Men’s Library Association, Judge 
Haight was held in the highest esteem by 
the members of that body. -His literary 
fastes made him a valuable addition to the 
board, and his resignation was deeply de- 
plored by his associates. Judge Haight was 
a member of the Coeur de Lion commandery 
of ‘Knights Templars, and occupied a high 
position in the councils of that brotherhood. 
Appropriate action will be. taken in regard 
to his death and resolutions of fraternal 
sympathy will be adopted. 

Generous to a fault, brave in all the trials 
incident to public life and upright in the 
measure of a fearless and unsullied record 
at the bar, the death of Judge Haight is a 
loss of more than ordinary magnitude; but 
while it closes the record of his usefulness 
on earth it crystallizee his nobility of soul 
into a precious and abiding memory.

HIS FAREWELL SERMON NEXT SUNDAY 


Dr. Isaac 8S. Hopktas, W bo Has Been Call 
ed to the Pulpit of Trinity, Has Accept- 
ed— Will Dake Charge Septem ber l. 


Dr. R. J. Bigham, the pastor of Trinity 
church, will preach his farewell sermon 
next Sabbath, and early in the week will 
leave for his new field of labor with head- 
quarters at Nashville. 

The position to which he has been elected 
ig one of great responsibility and trust, 
and the duties of the office will cause him 
to travel over the entire south. His family 
wll live at ‘Nashville, where also will be 
his office and gtneral headquarters. As 
secretary of the board, he will vis.t ail 
annual conferences, and will have under 
his supervision the affairs pertaining to the 
educational department of the church. his 
duties will be arduous and will call him 
from’ his home and famly the greater 
portion of the time, but he has decided that 
in this great work he will be in a position 
to accomplish much good, and enters the 
new field of labor with much éarnestness 
and zest. 

Next Sabbath morning he will preach his 
farewell sermon to Tr.nity church, and it 
will be a large crowd that will pack the 
church to hear him. The congregation and 
members of Trinity love Dr. Bigham, and 
have accorded him their most cordial sup- 
port since he assumed control of the pulpit, 
and his work has been effective. It was 
with much regret that h‘s resignation was 
accepted by the members of the church. 

Dr. Bigham’s Sound Views. 

Speaking of his resignation, Dr. Bigham 

Said yesterday: “It is only after much re- 


‘flection that I have decided to make this 


step, and I am candid to say that I regret 
to leave Atlanta and her good people. I 
have learned to love our people and am 
greatly attached to them. I have formed 
most pleasant acquaintances, and it was 
oniy after mature deliberation that I de- 
termined to accept the position tendered 
me by the board. Of course it was a great 
Surprise, and I little dreamed that the 
high honor would be paid me. My pians 
that had been made for the future will all 
be changed, and 1 will be engaged in an 
ent.rely different line of work. I believe, 
however, that my opportunities for doing 
good have been enlarged and it is for this 
reason that I have decided to accept the 
secretaryship of the board. 

‘l have received many letters from presi- 
dents of colleges and prominent church 
officials, pledging me their hearty support 
and assistance, and al’ speak moat en- 
courag.ngly of the great work that lies 
before me. My first duties wll be tu visit 
the forty-seven.annual. conferences and ad- 
dress them on Christian education. We 
believe as a church that religion onghi to 
be taught, and that it can ve bes: dene 
by the church. The intelleetval crul* va- 
tion of a people must be attenicd with 
moral culture, or the ecivilizacion will be 
radically faulty. I was glad w see The 
Constitution in its editorial, ‘Our Educated 
Criminals,’ so emphatic in this great truch. 
The pr.nciples of religion van ‘be taught 
Without teaching the theology of aav dce- 
nomination, and this can be done by the 
state. The ten commandments are funda- 
mental to the prosperity of any common- 
wealth. If a teacher in state achocls can- 
not teach the principles of retigion without 
teaching theology, he lacks the discrim -nat- 
sng facu.ty needed in all teaching, and 
should be given different work than that 
of teaching. Moral phiiosophy und the evi- 
dences of Christianity are taught by g:fted 
mén .n tne state colleges and untversit.es, 
nut the moral teaching is needed in. the 
public and common schools vf the land. 
it is the few only who go to college, and 
by that time character has been formed. 
Judge Clark, of this city, in sentencing a 
young criminal, sa.d from the bench, if 
he wis reported correctly and I remember, 
that ‘there are ind:cations that morals 
ought to be taught in our schools.’ ”’ 

The Seope of His New Work. 

To the care of Dr. B.gham. will be given 
the educational affairs of the Methodist 
church in the south, and the duties of the 
office wll require much fhought and ar- 
duous labor. His entire time will be occu- 
pied and he wili be compelled to make 
many trips over the country. 

He will make many addresses, and will 
on many occasions have the opportunity of 
speaking and preaching. He will occaision- 
ally vis.t Atlanta in connection with his 
work. 

It would be a difficult matter to find a 
man better adapted for this work than Dr. 
Bigham, and ‘t was a wise selection the 
board made when it asked him to assume 
the responsibilities of this -mportant office. 
He will enter the work with his customary 
activity and earnestness, and his friends’ 
best wishes will foilow him wherever he 
may go. 

Dr. Hopkins Succeeds Him. 

On the ist of September Dr. I. 8. Hopkins 
will assume the pastorate of Trinity. His 
effective pastoral work and forceful ser- 
mons have been commented upon time and 
again, and ‘t is a most happy selection that 
has been made In giving the reins of goy- 
ernment into the hands of so able and con- 
secrated @ man. 

In the meantime the pulpit will be filled 
by prominent min‘sters whose services, will 
be engaged temporarily. 


IN GOOD CONDITION, 


The Police Relief Association Holds 
an Important Meeting. 

The Atlanta PoNee Relief Association 
held its regular monthly meeting yester- 
day afternoon. The meeting was one of 
the largest of the year and much interest 
was manifested in the affairs of the asso- 
ciation, 

Many important changes in the laws of 
the association were made and the reports 
of the officers showed that it was in first- 
class condition. The association has on 
hand a cash balance of $2,875.43, as shown 
by the report of. Captain Connolly, treas- 
urer of the association, 

During the past month three death ben- 
efits have been paid for minor children, 
amounting to $75, and quite a sum was éx- 
pended in sick benefits to the members of 
the association. 

The report of Secretary Abbott showed 
that the association was. in first-class con- 
dition and that the receipts of the associa- 
tion for the past month exceeded the ex- 
penditures by about $8. The association 
has 140 members in good standing. Quite 
a sum wage realized by interest on money 
loaned members of the association. 

The most important change in the laws 
was the adopiuon of a resolution offered 
by Officer Tysor, increasing the. death ben- 
erit from $200 to $00, the amount to be 
paid to the family of the dead member. 
The resolution provided that in the event 
of the death of any member his famfly 
was to be paid that sum, each member of 
the association being assessed $2.50 to re- 
imburse the treasury. The change was 
consiaered a splendid one and it was adopt- 
ed almost unanimously. 

Another important change was the adop- 
tion of an amendment to the laws discon- 
tinuing the payment of death benefits to 
members of the association on account of 
the death of minor children of the mem- 
bers. Heretofore members of the associa- 
tion have been paid $25 when a minor child 
died. The change was made on the motion 
of R. 8S. Osburn. On the death of a mem- 
mea me the association pays. the mem-

President Manley appointed a committee 
on bylaws, ae of Captain Hen 
Jennings, chairman; C. Carlisie and T. 

Tysor. The committee will consider and 
report on all amendments offered to the 
laws of the association. 

The Police Relief Association was or- 
ganized January 15, 1891, with forty-six 
mémbers and $425 in its treasury. ince 
that time At has paid out in sick and fu- 
neral benefits the sum of $8,999. One hun- 
dred dollars was donated to the Grady hos 
pital and $150 to the Atlanta Charitable 
Association.

ON THE OLD FIRLDS 


A Committee of Veterans Make a Survey 
of the Battle Gronnds. 


JUST AS IT LOOKED IN THE DAYS OF ’64 


Judge Calhoun Is Making an Effort To 
Locate the Spot on Which Gen- 
eral Walker Fell. 


To the younger generation the battle of 
July 22d is merely an entertaining narra- 
tive, but to the old soldiers who figured in 
that bloody drama it is one of the most 
real and tragic memories of the war. 

Yesterday afternoon a committee of vet- 
erans from the local camp made a visit to 
the old battle grounds. This visit was in 
pursuance of a resolution adopted at a 
meeting of the Fulton County Confeder- 
ate Veterans’ Association several days ago. 

Among those in the party were Colonel 
aa Oe Thomas, Ordinary W. L. Calhoun, 
H. Y. Snow, J. E. Williams, R. M. Clay- 
ton, Albert Howell and Jim Bell. This 
committee was appointed for the purpose 
of locating historic spots. The plan is to 
have the battle flelds around Atlanta prop- 
erly marked in order to give the visitors 
to the exposition some idea of the scope 
and magnigide of Atlanta’s part in the 
late war between the states. 

By previous agreement the members of 
the committee met in the office of Ordi- 
nary Calhoun at the courthouse. Before 
9 o'clock they (were speeding over the 
rails on their way to Copenhill. 

They began their survey of the battle 
grounds at this peint. They had no diffi- 
culty in tracing the old lines and locating 
the batteries. Though covered with shrubs 
and bushes, the breastworks remained sub- 
stantially unaltered, and by these the old 
veterans were able to recall the scenes of 
battle as vividly as if its frightful details 
were pictured in reality before them. 

It was a tiresome tramp over the bare 
hills under the burning rays of a hot Au- 
gust sun, especially as thirty years had 
elapsed since they had truinped over the 
same hills in their gray uniforms. But 
the novelty of the situation prevented 
them from being overcome by a sense of 
weariness, and tte effects of the trip were 
not apparefit until after they reached home. 
At this stage of the proceedings each mem- 
ber of the committee realized that he was 
not so young as he used to be in the early 
sixties. He felt the weight of the inter-

Judge Calhoun was wounded a few days 
before the battle of the 224 of July, but 
he nevértheless figured in that engagement 
and remémbers it as one of the most thrill- 
ing chapters of the war. He owns a coun- 
try home on the site of this engagement 
and has frequently surveyed the neigh- 
boring fields in his quiet afternoon strolls. 
Judge Calhoun is strongly of the opinion 
that General Walker was killed on his 
father’s volantation, just to the south of 
the city.

During the 
month of September the Grand Army of 
the Republic meets in Louisville, Ky., and 
a@ special excursion will bring a large 
number of the union veterans to the city. 
They will take a special delight in going 
over the battle fields and to have as the# 
guides the men who fought against them 
in the deadly grapple of 1864. If the weath- 
er permits the committee will visit the 
battle fields again next week.

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An American Business Woman. 

Mrs, Jane Lathrop Stanford has succeeded 
in a task which would have 
dismayed most men, She assum- 
ed the responsibility of a 3,000 
acre ranch, and within a year placed jt upon 
a paying basis for the first time sinceé it 
has been in existence. This has been na 
slight task, and it was due to her zreat de- 
sire to get money for the university-—-that 
Same desire which has led her to sacrifice 
her own personal jewels and which gave 
her the strength of body and mind to look 
after the grain crops, the millions of bush- 
els of grapes and the thousands of head of 
cattle, horses and sheep. 

One of Mrs. Stanford’s ideas, says The 
San Francisco Examiner, is to raise Ki:ss’an 
horses for the market. She has jour of 
these little beauties now, which are the off- 
spring of the horses presented to Senator 
Stanford just before his death by the czar 
of Russia, and which are the only horses 
from the royal gtables ever sent to this 
country. 

In speaking of her anxiety over finunces 
and her plans for the university, Mrs. Stan- 
ford said: 

“The nervous strain which I have been 
under the last two years has »een very 
great. I wonder sometimes how much long- 
er I will be able to endure it. I did not real- 
ize the high tension I had been under until 
after all the exercises of the university were 
over. But the happy faces of the students. 
the gratefulness of the parents and the 
srand r-sults following the last two -vears’ 
work of the university have been and will 
be an inspiration to me to struggle on : nd 
try to carry out the wiskes of my nusband. 
If I can keep 1,9 students at the unl er- 
sity I will be satisfied. We had 1,100 last 
year, and will have that number at the 
opening of the next term. We are cramped 
for room—very cramped—but we manage 
to get along. All of the administration 
rooms are crowded, and we were obliged to 
use the chapel lest year as a recitation 
room. Tour classes were held there daily. 

“Jn the most economical policy it costs 
$15,000 a month to run the university. 1 
have no plans for any future additions to 
the university. 1 hope to be able, if I am 
spared a few years longer and all voes yell 
with me in regard to finances, to give the 
university some absolute necessities in the 
way of additional buildings. But 1 shall 
be very slow and careful about expending 
money, as I intend for every dollar to get 
a dollar's worth in return. The experience 
of the last two years has taught me much in 
regard to the value of money, and I think it 
will influence me in my future acts. I have 
every reason to feel that the president and 
faculty will be slow to ask for anything 
they do not absolutely* need, for the ex- 
perience has been wholesome for us all.” 


A Perilous Climb. 


A most novel celebration of the Fourth 
of July took place at Sundance, Cruok coun- 
ty, Wyoming, where a woman climbed the 
Devil's Tower and planted the American 
flag 1,665 feet above the heads of an im- 
mense crowd of applauding people. 

The Devil’s Tower is one of the natural 
wonders of the west. Its top is 1,065 feet 
above the level of the Relle Fourche river, 
which flows at its base, and the tower prop- 
er, which is almost perpendicular, is 665 
feet in height. The tower 1s a landmark for 
a great extent of country, and from some di- 
rections can be seen with a glass for a dis- 
tance of one hundred miles. It was used by 
the Indians as a signal tower, from which 
fires gave warning of the approach of hos. 
tile tribes or of the presence of whites, but 
until 1898, when W. B. Rogers, of Sundance. 
succeeded in climbing to its top, no white 
man had scaled it. The fact had been gen- 
erally advertised for about a month that 
Mrs. Rogers, wife of the man who made the 
ascent of the tower two years ago, would 
attempt to climb to the top on the Fourth, 
and people from all parts of northeastern 
Wyoming, some of them driving fifty miles, 
were present to see what the majority pro- 
nounced an impossible feat. 

Mrs. Rogers made the ascent with rapid- 
ity, going from the point where climbing 
is necessary to the summit, a distance of 
about 800 feet, in thirty-seven minutes. 
Mrs. Rogers spent fifteen or twenty rr inutes 
on the summit of the tower planting the 
flag, and then began her downward journey, 
which is a more trying ordeal and more 
perilous than the ascension. She made the 
downward trip in thirty-hine minutes, Two

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Extensive Arrangements for the Fights 
Are Being Made. 


AND BALLOU HOLDS HIS PEACE 


The Bulls and Fighters Have Been Secur- 
edand Now the Arena Is Being 
Built. 


With the sound of trumpets, the waving 
bf handkerchiefs and the merry shout of 5,000 
Spectators, the Mexican bulls will rush 
forth for the fray. 

There is no longer any doubt but that the 
Dull fights will occur in the Mexican vil- 
lage at the exposition, and the concession- 
aires who have the matter in charge are 
meking all arrangements for the spectacle. . 

Work was begun yesterday on the arena 
that is to be located in the Mexican village, 
and the construction of the vast amphithe- 
ater will be hurriedly carried on to comple- 
tion. At first it was a serious problem that 
wus presented to Secretary Smythe, of the 
Mxican Villags Compaiay, as to just how 
arrangements could be made so as to accom- 
modate all who would desire to see the 
fights, and fur a time it appeared that the 
building would be too small, Now vhat has 
been settled by the removing of the fence 
just ten feet further out toward the for- 
estry building, which will give ali the space 
that will be required. 

The amphitheater will seat nearly £.000, 
and will be so constructed as to allow all 
to see. The arena will be large and roomy, 
ar.d will afford sufficient space in which to 
conduct the sports, A score or more of 
hands were placed at work yesterday grad- 
ing out the oval-shaped arena, and this 
force will be added too just as fast as more 
help is needed. As soon as the ground is 
prepared, the work on the building will be 
commenced, and long before the gates of 
the exposition are opened the amphitheater 
will stand grim and zaunt, like some genti- 
nel on guard. It will be constructed in 
keeping with the Spanish arena. and will 
pcssibly te covered in the plaster for which 
Mexico and Spain are famous. 

The amphitheater will be more than 
twenty-five fect high and the first sects will 
be almost on a leve! with the ground, The 
seats will rise in regular amphitheater style 
and the last row will be crowned with @ 
section of boxes, which will encircle 
the entire building. These boxes will be 
covered over, and will command a splendid 
view of the arena below. Seats in the boxes 
will be the most desirable and will be 
placed at higher prices than those on the 
lower edge of the building. The building 
will be con.pleted just as #o00n as the men 
can get the work done, and ‘it will be in all 
readiness for the opening day of the expo- 
sition. 

“There is no doubt but that the fights will 
come off this fall,’’ said Mr. Smythe yester- 
day, “and we are making all arrangements 
to give tha people who attend the exposition 
a correct idea of the manner in whech 
the fights are conducted. We are working 
to secure one of the best troupes that can 
be obtained in the whole country, and have 
just closed the contract with some of the 
Bravest fighters that have ever faced the 
bull. They are now tn Mexico and will come 
to Atlanta a few days before the exposition 
is opened, The bulls that will be in the 
arena are some of the best blooded stock 
that can be obtained in all Mexico, and they 
are not timid by any means. 

“All this talk about enjoining us and 
hav:ng the show stopped really has not 
given me a moment’s worry, for it will 
not amount to anything at all. I can’t see 
why Mr. Ballou has become so greatly stir- 
red, and am at a loss to know what has 
caused him to take such active steps in the 
matter, Bulls fight every day in Mexico 
and Spain and the same fight that is to be 
given at the exposition was also given at 
the Paris show, and nothing was said about 
it. It is strange that Mr. Ballou has waited 
until this late day to undertake to reform 
the amusement that is as old as the United 
States, The fights will occur. and they will 
be real fights, too, but, of course, no blood 
will be spilled and no bulls will be killed. 

“I have been asked if it was not a dan- 
gerous and hazardous sport. I am frank 
to say that it is to a certain extent. Rope 
walkers are frequently killed. Acrobats of- 
ten fall from the trapese, performers seldom 
escape injury when they undertake marvel. 
ous feats and aeronauts often die tragic 
deaths. The arena is full of danger and 
would mean certain death to a novice. But 
these men who are coming to face the bulls 
are full of experience and have made a 
study and profession of the work.” 

The first shipment of bulls will consist 
of ten of the finest specimens that can be 
procured in Mexico and they will be housed 
and stall fed until the fights begin. When 
they are carried into the arena thev will be 
fresh and frisky, and wiil rush at the Pica- 
dors with a vengeance. 

The bull fighters will be eleven in num- 
ber, and some of the troupes are stars of 
the first degree. Nearly all of the fighters 
have made a life work of the sport, and 
some have had very narrow escapes. The 
fights that will occur this fall will be child’s 
play to the men, and they will have an 
easy time of it. The horns of the bulis will 
be padded and no damage can be done. 
The banderillas will be placed on the shoul- 
ders of the bulls but instead of being fas- 
téned by pointed barbed hooks, they will be 
simply stuck on with some strong adhesive. 

Where Is Ballou? 

Not for four days has the voice of Wil- 
liam Hosea Ballou. he of the anti-bull-figit 
fame, been lifted in defense of the fat, sleek 
bulls, His silence has been as the silence 
of death, and no threats, no injunctions 
have been issued from his hand. Is his si- 
lence the result of defeat? Every one is 
anxious to know what has become of the 
crusader and his cards, specials and hu- 
mane stories have been missed from the 
newspaper world. 


THE OPTION EXPIRES. 


The Intramural Railway Will Not Be 
Built at the Grounds. 

The option granted the New York come 
pany to build an intramural railway at the 
exposition has expired and the executive 
board has refused to extend it. 

Yesterday afternoon th2 question of pro- 
viding intramural transportations at the 
grounds came up. Mr. Clark Howell was 
decidedly of the opinion that it was very 
important that some arrangement be made 
for carrying the peuple about the grounds. 
Whether it should be by the intramural 
line of railway or by other means such as 
were used at the world’s fair, was a ques- 
tion to be decided. It was important, how- 
ever, to have some means for carrying the 
people from building to building. 

“It is a necessity,”’ said Mr. Howell. “It 
is as much as a vigorous man would care 
to do to walk about those grounds from 
building to building, and it is more than 
per cent of the women can do. Means 
should be provided by which the different 
buildings will be connected by some method 
of transportation.”’ 

He offered a resolution bringing this mat- 
ter to the immediate attention of the con- 
cessicns committee, and instructing that 
committee to take up the questicn without 
loss of time and secure some kind of trans- 
portation inside the grounds.

The Plumbers Will Participate in the 
Celebration and Parade. 

Local union No. 72, United Association 
of Journeymen Plumbers and Steam Fit- 
ters and Gas Fitters of the United States 
and Canada, held a meeting last night at 
Federation hall, on Alabama street. The 
union decided to participate in the Labor 
day celebration.

The building is to be finished in forty-two 
days according to the contract and in fifty 
days rea'ly to give the initial performance. 

The theater is to be built just outside 
of the grovnds, but will be considered a 
part of the exposition. The plays that will 
be put on will be the very best that Ameri- 
can talent can afford and promise a great 


| treat to the theatergoers. It will not be 


confined to dramas, as was first suggested, 
but the very best melo-dramas, comedies, 
comic and grand opera will be given. Sev- 
eral of the wery best companies in the 
country have been booked for the opening 
week and it will be a rare theatrical treat. 

There’ will be an exhibit of all the his- 
toric scenery, costumes and general effects 
of the theatrical business that have a his- 
tory. It will show the differént changes 
of the stage from the days of the Olympic 
theater to the present date, These exhibits 
have been got up at great expense and 
trouble and will be of great interest. 

The treatrical profession throughout the 
entire north and east is interested in this 
theater and will visit the exposition for the 
sole purpose of seeing the exhibits. 

In Chicago the movement took like wild 
fire and the prominent business, profession- 
al and theatrical people went into the un- 
dertaking with enthusiasm. The leading 
newspapers devoted editorials to it an4 
praised in the highest terms Mrs. Littleton 
for her idea and the work she was doing 
to make it a success. Chicago showed its 
interest in the movement by subscribing 
more than two-thirds of the sum desired to 
build a first-class theater.

A NOTED COUNTERFEITER. 


William Brockway, considered by the 
secret service department to be the most 
skillful counterfeiter in America, is again 
under arrest. He ‘s s«eventy-three years 
old. If the government can preve ail that 
the secret service detectives think they 
ean, Broskway will probably finish his 
days in prison. He ‘has been out since Au- 
gust, 1887, eight years. That sentence was 
for fore'ng railroad bonds. 

Rrockwav was employed early in the 
forties by Deacon Olmstead, a New Haven 
jeweler. He took an impress-on of the 
lock of the sif> and entered the store one 
night and took all the jewelry. ‘He was not 
suspected ern] repeated the trick three 
times. After éach burglary Olmstead 
was forced to assign. 

His first counterfeiting was done in 
those days. There were no regular ¢n- 
gravers, and the jewelers «id the en- 
graving on bank notes and tends, QO)!m- 
stend did the work for the New Haven 
bank, Brockway made an impressian of 
a plate for himself, struck ot bonds, forg- 


ed the name of the president and cashier, 


and put them in circulation. It was scme 
time before his work was ciscovered. He 
lived there several years and married Miss 
Olmstead, who was in no way related to 
his employer. 

Away back in the sixties Breekway coun- 
terfeited a $1,000 government hend, and he 
sold $90,000 of them to Jay ‘‘vok, of Phila- 
delphia. One of his confederates then was

named Smith. A son of that Smith is nuder 
arrest now as a member cf Urockway’s 
present gang. A Dr. Bradford, a dentist 
and specialist, and a woman named Abbie 
Smith were also confederates of Itrockway. 
All of these except Bradford | ave beer ar- 
rested. Their headquarters were in ‘Vest 
Hoboken. When the place was railed by 
the officers, they found a complete outfit 
for counterfeiting on a large scale. 
Planned fn Sing Sing. 


Brockway planned the organization of 
this. gang in Sing Sing while he was 
under sentence for forging Morris & Es- 
sex railroad bonds. It was in Sing Bing 
that Dr. Bradford, the dentist, then se* ving 
a term for malpractice, became interested 
in Brockway and his plans. 

Owing to the crowded condition of the 
prison, two convicts were compelled to 
occupy a cell. Bradford had money, 
Brockway had experience, and within pris- 
on walis the co-partnership was formed. 
Bradford was pardoned by ‘iovernor Hill 
in June, 1886, and Brockway was released 
in August, 1887, Since then they have been 
operating together.

In a second the whole thing iftashed 
through his mind, and he trembled with 
excitement as he ran tg the judge ani told 
him he had captured a letter which gave 
the whole thing away. “The eoli brick is 
in the well at Pratt’s house,” se tid the 
judge. 

That official, overjoyed with the news, 
gave orders that Pratt, Garrett and River- 
oll should be placed in solitary confine- 
ment, and that visitors should not be al- 
lowed to see them under any circumstances. 
Then a force of soldiers was sent to Pratt's 
house with orders to pump the well dry 
and get the brick. 

The greatest haste was employed and 
within a few hours the well was puniped 
dry, and the search began for the bar. 
Nothing was found, and then the iieutenant 
in charge of the squad procured shovels and 
made the soldiers dig at the bottom of the 
well for three cr four hours. But still 
nothing came to light, and after inspecting 
walls and ransacking the house the facts 
were reported to headquarters. 

The officials did not know what tu make 
of it. They called for the letter again 
and sent for another interpreter. This 
man happened to understand English, and

WHERE 8 SHITE? 


An’ Alabama OMicer Thinks Ho Know 
Something About Him. 


WANTS TO-KNOW IF SMITH IS WANTED 


And if So,in What Section of the State. 
Captain Wright in Telegraphic Corre- 
spondence About the Broker. 


- 

Like Banquo’s ghost, John S. Smith, the 
missing money broker won't down. An. offi- 
cer of Hartselle, Ala, is the latest individ- 
ual to resurrect the missing Atlantian, He 
thinks he knows a thing or two about the 
whereabouts. of the now almost forgotten 
money broker who several weeks ago filled 
the columns of the papers with stories of 
lakes being dragged for his beady. 

Yesterday J. M. Wright, chief of detec- 
tives, received a telegram from R. L, Sher- 
rill, an officer of Hartselle, asking if the 
chief krfew what section of Georgia Smith 
was wanted in and if there was any reward 
for the missing man, The telegram did not 
Say so, but Chief Wright at once deter- 
mined that the Alabama inquirer knew of 
some man by the name of Smith. The chief 
quickly dictated a dispatch informing the 
Alabama man that Smith didn’t seem to be 
Wanted anywhere, but that there was a 
standing reward in Atlanta for his capture 


of $100. 

When last heard from, several weeks ago, 
John 8S. Smith was supposed to ,be asso- 
ciating with citizens commonly called’greas- 
ers in the far off land of Mexico, It is said 
that he was located in Juarez, Mex., and 
for many days reports that he would return 
to his native state and city and make an 
honest: settlement of his obligations were 
circulated in the public prints, but up to 
last night Smith had not put in an appear- 
ance, 

The receipt of the telegram from Alabama 
conveying a vague intimation that the 
missing embezzler might be in that state 
called to the mind of the officers recollec- 
tions of the hard and laborious work they 
performed in searching for the broker. Some 
of the workers had fondly cherished the hope 
that Smith would continue his journey to 
South America and never return to Atianta 
to tell the story of his wherexbouts,since 
leaving this city in May Jast with several 
thousand dollars belonging to other people. 

“Where is Smith?” was the question asfk- 
ed on every side for maay weeks and at 
the mention of his name citizens at onee 
went into a discussion of che possible. ~here- 
abouts d6f the man that invariably carried 
them ‘through an imaginary journey aicund 
the entire world. Smith was lhosa‘2d or rath- 
er thought to have been jocared ‘n méeiny 
and various states in the union, bat when 
an investigation was made it was aiways 
found that it was some other Smita. Smith 
was, until a few weeks ago, the principal 
topic of conversation about the streets, but 
when it was seen that.he had at last been 
located in Mexico and was enjoying the de- 
lightful breezes and tamales of that country 
interest in him at once ceased. Those who 
hadi made such a clamor to have Smith 
found quietly dropped the matter and since 
that time the missing broker, who offere’ 
to settle his obligations at 50 cents on the 
dollar, and return to his native bailiwick 
provided he would not be prosecuted, has 
been allowed to reat in peace end enjoy the 
fruits of. his industry without hindrance or 
fear of arrest. 

When Smith kaérns of the uprising of the 
Alabeima officer who thisks*he knows some- 
thing abcut him, he will perhaps give up as 
lost the hope that he wculd be left to his 
fate and ill gained money. 

It will be remembered that Smith left 
Atlanta indebted to the Moody Loan and 
Banking Cofipany in the sum ef about 
$480 and to other banks for sums many 
times larger, so it is said. It was said he 
embezzled over $4,000, but the names of th 
parties other than the bank named could 
never be learned. 

Nothing further had 
Alabama at a late hour last night and 
Captain Wright, wro waited at the station 
house for sevcral hours in expectation of 
receiving a telegram annourcing the arrest 
of Smith, finally gave up his éxpectation 
and went home. 

Chief Connolly said that he still held the 
check for $106 offered as a reward for the 
capture of Smith and that he was anxious 
to get rid of it, the paper having become 
worn ard dusty from misuse,
